^e they are sanctified : but still hoL> 
ness was their object. God then thmsfc 
them out to raii^ a holy people."*

• These are the words of Messrs.'Wesley thei»- 
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Local Preacher of our society, from 
Ireland, began to preach in the city of 
New York, and formed a society of his 
own countrymen and the citizens ; and 
the same year, Thomas Webb preached 
in a hired room near the barraoka 
About the same time, Robert Straw- 
bridge, a Local Preacher from Ireland, 
settled in Frederic County, in the State of 
Maryland, and, preaching there, formed 
some societies. The first Methodist 
Church was built in New York in 1768 
or 1769; and in 1769 Richard Board- 
man and Joseph Pilmoor came to New 
York, who were the first regular Meth- 
odist Preachers oa the continent. In 
the latter end of the year 1771 Francis 
Asbury and Richard Wright of the 
same order came over. 

We believe that God's design in raift- 
ing up the Preachers called Methodists 
in America was to reform the continent 
and spread Scripture holmes^xmr these

mSTORT OF THE ORIGIN OF THE 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

Thb preachers and members of onr flo- 
dety in general, being convinced that there 
was a great deficiency of vital religion in 
the Ohnrch of England in America, and 
being in many places destitute of the 
Christian Sacraments, as several of the 
clergy had forsaken their Ohnrches, re- 
quested the late Rev. John Wedey to take 
such measures, in his wisdom and prudence, 
as would afford them suitable relief in 
their distress. 

In consequence of this, our venerable 
friend, who, under God, had been the fa- 
ther of the great revival of religion now 
extending over the earth, by the means of

the Methodists, determined to ordain min- 
isters for America ; and for this purpose, 
in the year 1784, sent over three regularly 
ordained clergy : but preferring the episco- 
pal mode of Church government to any 
other, he solemnly set apart, by the impo- 
nlion of his hands and prayer, (me of th^ 
namely, Thomm Coke^ Doctor of Civil Law, 
late of Jesus College, in the University of 
Oxford, and a presbyter of the Church of 
England, for the episcopal office ; and hav- 
ing delivered to him letters of episcopal 
orders, commissioned and directed him to 
set apart Francis Aabury, then general 
assistant of the Methodist Society in Amer- 
ica, for the same episcopal office ; he, the 
said Francii Asbury^ being first ordained 
deacon and elder. In consequence of 
which, the said FrancU Ashury was 
solemnly set apart for the said episc(^ 
<^ce by prayer, and the imposition of the 
hands of the said Thomas CoJce, other reg- 
ularly ordained ministers assisting in the 
sacred ceremony. At which time the 
General Conference, held at Baltimore, did 
unanimously receive the said Thomas CoJse 
and Fnmois Asbury as their bishops, being 
fully satisfied of the validity of their epis- 
copal ordination.

CHAPTER I. 

DOCTRINSS AND ORDER OF THE CHT7RCH. 

SECTION I. 
Articles of Religion* 

I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity, 

Thebb is but one living and true God, 
everlasting, without body or parts, of in- 
finite power, wisdom, and goodness: the 
maker and preserver of all things, visible 
and invisible. And in unity of this God- 
head, there are three persons, of one sub- 
etanoe, power, and eternity, the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 

U Of the WordLy or Son of God^ who was 
made very Mem. 
The Son, who is the Word of the Father, 
• the^ Tery and eternal God, of one substance 
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15 Abwoles of Religion. Part I, 

with the Father, took man's nature in IhB 
womb of the blessed virgin ; so that two 
whole and perfect natures, that is to say, 
the Godhead and manhood, were joined 
together in one person, never to be divided, 
whereof is one Christ, very God and very 
man, who truly suflfered, was crucified, 
dead and buried, to reconcile his Father to 
us, and to be a sacrifice, not only for orig- 
inal guilt, but also for actual sins of men. 

in. Of the Remrrection of Christ. 

Christ did truly rise again from the 
dead, and took again his body, with all 
things appertaining to the perfection of 
man's nature, wherewith he ascended into 
heaven, and there sitteth until he return 
to judge all men at the last day. 

ly. Of the Holy Ghost. 

The Holy Ghost, proceeding from the 
Father and the Son, is of one substance, 
majesty, and glory with the Father and 
the Son, very and eternal God. 

V. The Sufficiency of the Eoly Scriptwrei 
for Salvation. 

The Hdy Seriptores contain all things-

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necessary to salvation ; so that whatsoerer 
Is not read therein, nor may be proved 
tii^eby, is not to be required of any man, 
that it shonld be believed as an article of 
&ith, or be thought requisite or necessary 
to salvation. In the name of the Holy 
Saripture, we do understand those canoni- 
Q^l books of the Old and Kew Testament, 
of whose authority was never any doubt io 
the Church.

All the books of the Few Testament, at 
they are commonly received, we do receive 
and account canonical. 

VT. Of the Old Testammt. 

The Old Testament is not contrary to 
the New ; for both in the Old and New 
Testament everlasting life is offered to 
mankind by Christ, who is the only Medi- 
ator between God and man, being both 
God and man. Wherefore they are not to 
be heard who feign that the old fathers 
did look only for transitory promises. Al- 
though the law given from God by Moses, as 
touching ceremonies and rites, doth noi 
bind Ol^Uans, nor ought the dvil pr^ 
oepts thereof of necessity be received in 
any commonwealth; yet, notwithstanding, 
no Ohristian whatsoever is free from the 
obedience of the commandments which are 
called moral 
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VIL Of Original or BMh Sin. 
Original sin standeth not in the following 
of Adam, (as the Pelagians do vainly talk,) 
bnt it is the corruption of the nature of 
every man, that naturally ig engendered 
of the offspring of Adam, whereby man is 
very far gone from original righteousness, 
aa^l of his own nature inelined to evil, and 
tiiat continually. 

Vm. Of Free Will. 
The condition of man after the fSall of 
Adam is such, that he cannot turn and 
prepare himself^ by his own natural 
strength and works, to faith, and calling 
upon GK)d; wherefore we have no power 
to do good works, pleasant and acceptable 
to God, without the grace of God by 
Christ preventing us, that we may have a 
good win, and working with us, when we 
have that good will. 

IX. 0/ the Jmtification of Man, 

We are accounted righteous before God, 
only for the m^it of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ by faith, and not for our own 
wwks or deservings. Wherefore, that we 
are justified by faith only, is a most whole- 
iOiQe doctrine, and very fall of comfort 
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X. 0/ Good Worls. 
Although good works, whidi are the 
fruits of faith, and follow after justification^ 
cannot put away our sins, and endure the 
severity of God's judgments ; yet are they 
pleasing and acceptable to God in Christy 
and spring out of a true and lively faith, 
insomuch that by them a lively faith may 
be as evidently known as a tree is discern- 
ed by its fruit, 

XI. Of WotJIbs of Sujpererogatioiu 
Voluntary worics, besides, over, and 
above God's commandments, which are 
called works of supererogation, cannot be 
taught without arrogancy and impiety. 
For by them men do declare that they do 
not only render unto God as much as they 
«re bound to do, but that they do more for 
his sake than of bounden duty is required : 
whereas Christ saith plainly, When ye 
have done all that is commanded you, say, 
We are unprofitable servants. 

XII. Of Sin aft&r Justification. 

Not every sin willingly committed after 

justification is the sin against the Holy 

Ghost, and unpardonable. Wherefore, 

the grant of repentance is not ^J^e denied 
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to such as fall into sia after justification : 
after we have received the Holy Ghost, we 
may depart from grace given, and fall into 
sin, and, by the grace of God, rise again and 
amend our lives. And therefore they are to 
be condemned who say they can no more 
Bin as long as they live here ; or deny the 
place of forgiveness to such as truly repent. 

Xni. Of the Church, 
The visible Ohnrch of Christ is a con- 
gregation of fSaithfnl men, in which the 
pure word of God is preached, and the 
sacraments duly administered, according to 
Qhrist^s ordinance, in all tiiose things that 
of necessity are requisite to the same. 

XIV. Of Pv/rgatory. 
The Romish doctrine concerning purga- 
tory, pardon, worshiping, and adoration, 
as weU of images as of relics, and also in- 
vocation of saints, is a fond thing, vainly 
invented, and grounded upon no warrant of 
Scripture, but repugnant to the word of God. 

XV. Of speaking in the Congregation in 
muh a Tongue as the People understand. 

It is a thing plainly repugnant to the 
word of God, and the custom of the prin^i- 
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Si AjBifncLBB OF Beugioit. Part I, 

tire Ohtiroh, to have public prayer in the 
Ohurcli, or to minister the sacraments, in 
a tongue not understood by the people. 

XYI. Qfthe Sacramenti. 

Sacraments, ordained of Ohrist, are not 
only badges or tokens of Ohristian men^a 
profession; but rather they are certain 
signs of grace, and God's good will toward 
us, by the which he doth work invisibly in 
us, and doth not only quicken, but also 
strengthen and confirm our faith in him. 

There are two sacraments ordained of 
Christ our Lord in the Gospel ; that is to 
say, Baptism and the Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called sacraments, 
that is to say, confirmation, penance, orders, 
matrimony, and extreme unction, are not 
to be counted for sacraments of the Gospel, 
being such as have partly grown out of the 
corrupt following of the apostles; and 
partly are states of life allowed in the 
Scriptures, but yet have not the like nature 
of Baptism and the Lord's Supper, because 
they have not any visible sign or ceremony 
ordained of God. 

These sacraments were not ordained of 
Christ to be gazed upon, or to be carried 
about ; but that we should duly use them. 
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And in moh only as worthily i^oeiye th« 
same, thej haye a wholesome effect or 
operation : but thej that receive them un- 
worthily, purchase to th^uselves condem- 
nation, as St. Paul saith. 1 Oojc. xi, 29. 

XVn. 0/JS(^im. 

Baptism is not only a sign of profes^on, 
and mark of difference, whereby Ohristians 
are distinguished from others l^at are not 
baptized ; but it is also a sign of regenera- 
tion, or the new birth. The baptism of 
young children is to be retained in the 
Church. 

XVm. QftULoT$%BwppeT. 

The Supper of the Lord is not only a 
sign of the love that Christians ought to 
have among themselves one to anotiier^ 
but rather is a sacr&ment of our redemp- 
tion by Christ's death ; insomuch that, to 
such as rightly, worthily, and with faith 
receive the same, the bread which we break 
is a partaking of the body of Christ; and 
likewise the cup of blessing is a pisurtaking 
of the blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation, or the change of the 
substance of bread and wine in the Supper 
of our Lord, cannot be proved b^ohj Writ, 
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Imt is repugnant to the plain words of 
Soriptnre, overthroweth the nature of a 
sacrament, and hath giyen occasion to 
many superstitions. 

The body of Christ is given, taken, and 
eaten in the Supper, only after a heavenly 
and spiritual manner. And the means 
whereby the body of Christ is received and 
eaten in the Supper, is faith. 

The sacrament of the Lord's Supper was 
not by Christ's ordinance reserved, carried 
about, lifted up, or worshiped. 

XIX. Of loth Kinds. 

The cup of the Lord is not to be denied 

to the lay people ; for both the parts of 

the Lord's Supper, by Christ's ordinance 

and commandment, ought to be adminia- 

tered to all Christians alike.

ZX. O/theoM Oblation of Ohmt^Jlnished 
upon the Cro8», 
The (Bering of Christ, once made, is 
that perfect redemption, propitiation, and 
satis&ction for all the sins of the whole 
world, both original and actual; and there 
is none other satisfaction for sin but that 
akme. Wherefore the sacrifice of masses, 
in the which it is commonly said that the 
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priest doth ofiS^ Ohrist for Ike quick and 
ike dead, to have remission of pain or guilty 
Is a bla^hemons fable, and dangeront 
deceit. 

XXI. Of the Marriage of MinUters. 

The nunisters of Christ fflre not com- 
manded by God's law either to vow the 
estate of single life, or to abstain from 
marriage : therefore it is lawful for them, 
8B for all other Christians, to marry at 
their own discretion, as they shall judge 
the same to serve best to godliness. 

XXU. Of the Rites and Ceremonies of 
Churches. 

It is not necessary that rites and cere- 
monies should in all places be the same, xx 
exactly alike ; for they have been always 
different, and may be changed according to 
the diversity of countries, times, and men's 
manners, so that nothing be ordained 
against God's word. Whosoever, through 
his private judgment, willingly and pur- 
posely doth openly break the rites and 
ceremonies of the Church to which ha 
belongs, which are not repugnant to the 
word of God, and are ordained and ap- 
proved by common authority, ought to be 
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26 AxncBtiBS ov ^elioiqn. Partly 

febnked openlj, that others may fear to do 
the like^ as one that offendeth against the 
ooimnon order of the Ohuroh, and wound- 
eth the consciences of weak brethren. 

Every particular Church may ordain, 
diange, or abolish rites and ceremonies, so 
that all things may b^ done to edification* 

XXTTT. Of the RulerB of the United Stata 
of America, 

Hie president, the congress, the general 
assemblies, the governors, and the councils 
of state, as tJie delegates of the people, are 
the rulers of the United States of America, 
according to the division of power made to 
them by the Constitution of the United 
States, and by the constitutions of their 
respective states. And the said states are 
a sovereign and independent nation, and 
ought not to be subject to any foreign 
jurisdiction.* 

* As far as it respects, civil affmrs, we believe 
it the duty of Christians, and especially all 
Christian ministers, to be subject to the supreme 
authority of the country where they may reside, 
and to use all laudable means to eujoin obedlencfit 
to the powers that be ; and therefore it is expect- 
ed that all our preachers and people, who may 
be under the British or any other government, 
will behave themselves aa peaceable and ordery 
Bubjeeto. 
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XXIV. Of Christian MenU Ooods. 

The riches and goods of Christians are 
iK>t common, as touching the right, title, 
aad possession of the same, as some do 
fiEilsely boast Notwithstanding, every man 
Oiight, of such things as he possesseth, 
liberally to give alms to the poor, accord- 
ing to his ability. 

XXY. Of a Christian Man's Oath. 

As we con£9S8 that vain and rash swear- 
ing is forbidden Ohristian men by onr 
Lord Jesns Christ and James his apostle; 
so we judge that the Christian religion 
doth not prohibit, bnt that a man may 
swear when the magistrate reqaireth, in a 
oanse of faith and charity, so it be done 
according to the prophet's teaching^ in 
justioe, Judgment, and truth. 

SECTION n. 
The General Rules, 

BB KAStTBB, DmOV, AHB OBKEBAL BULXf OV OUB 
XmnTED 800IBTIS8. 

\ (1) In the latter end of the year 178», 
ei^t or ten persons came to Mr. Wesley in 
London, who appeared to be deeply con- 
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vinced of sin, a^id earnestly groaning jfoir 
redemption. They desired (as did two or 
three more the next day) that he wotdd 
q)end some time with them in prayer, and 
advise them how to flee from the wrath to 
oome ; which .they saw continually han^ 
Ing over their heads. That he might have 
more time for this great work, he appoint- 
ed a day when they might all come togeth- 
er; which from thenceforward they did 
every week, namely, on Thursday^ in the 
evening. To these, and as many more as 
desired to join with them, (for their num- 
ber increased daily,) he gave those advices 
from time to time which he judged mosJ5 
needful for them ; and tiiey always c(hi- 
duded their meeting with prayer suited to 
their several necessities. 

(2) This was the rise of the United So- 
ciety, first in Ewrope^ and then in AmmocL 
Such a society is no other than " a com- 
pany of mm having the form and seeking 
the power of godliness, united in order to 
pra/y together, to receive the word of eay- 
hortation, cmd to watch over one another in 
lace, that they may help each other to work 
cut their salvation?'* 

(8) That it may the more easily be dis- 
oemed whether they are indeed working 
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ont their own salvation, each society h 
divided into smaller companies,- cabled 
classes, according to their respective places 
of abode. There are abont twelve persons 
in a class ; one of whom is styled the lead- 
er. It is his duty, 

I. To see each person in his class once a 
week at least; in order, 

1. To inquire how their sonls prosper. 

2. To advise, reprove, comfort, or ex- 
hort as occaaon may require. 

8, To receive what they are willing to 
give toward the relief of the preachers, 
CQrarch, and poor.* 

n. To meet the ministers and the stew^ 
ards of the society once a week ; in order, 

1. To inform the minister of any that 
are sick, or of any that walk disorderly, 
and will not be reproved. 

2. To pay the stewards what they hav« 
received of their several classes in the 
week preceding. 

(4) There is only one condition previous- 
.J required of those who desire admission 
into these societies, '^ a desire to flee from 
the wrath to come, and to be saved from 

* This part refers to towns and dties ; when 
thft poor are generally nnmerons, and Chnich 
expenses oonuderable. . 
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tlieir sins.'* But wherever thia is reaJly 
fixed in the soul, it will be shown by its 
fruits. It is therefore expected of all who 
continue therein, that they i^ould contimie 
to evidence their desire of salvation. 

First, By doing no harm, by avoiding 
evil of every kind, e^eoially that which is 
most generally practiced ; such as, 

The taking of the name of God in vain. 

The profaning the day of Ihe Lord, either 
by doing ordinary work therdn, or by buy- 
ing or selling. 

Drunkenness, buying or selling spiritu- 
ous liquors, or drinking them, unless in 
cases of extreme necessity. 

The htying and selling of mm, toomer^ 
oni childmh w^^^ ^^ int&ntwn to eneloM 
them. 

Fighting, quarreHng, brawHng^ brother 
going to law with broUier ; returning evil 
for evil; or railing for raiting; the tmna^ 
many words in buying or selling. 

The "buying or selling goods ^lat ha/oe not 
paid the duty. 

The giving dr taking things on vswy, 
that is, unlawful interest. 

UncJia/ritaMe or unprofitable conversa- 
tion; particularly speaking evil of ma^ 
trates or of ministers. 
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D<^iig to otih^rs as we would not thej 
shonld do imto ns. 

Doing what we know is not f6r the glorj 
of God; as, 

The putUng on qf gold and costly ap^ 

The tahing mch difvomono as cannot he 
med in the name of the Lord Jestis. 

The iinging those Bongs^ or reading those 
booJsSj which do not tend to the knowledge 
or love of God, 

Softness and needless self-indnlgenoe. 

Laying np treasure npon earth. 

Borrowing without a prohahility of pay- 
ing; or taking up goods without a proha- 
bility of paying for them. 

(5) It is expected of all who continue in 
these societies, that they should continue 
to evidence their desire of salvation, 

Secondly, By doing good ; hy heing in 
evwykind merciftil after their power; as 
they have opportnaity, doing good of 
every possihle sort, and, as far as possible, 
to aU men« 

To their bodies, of the ability which God 
giveth, by giving food to the hungry, by 
clothing the naked, by visiting or helping 
them that are ^ck or in prison. 

To their soulsj by instructing, rewroying, 
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«r exhorting all we have any intercourse 
with ; trampling under foot that enthnsias- 
tio doctrine, that " we are not to do good 
unless our hearts lefree to it,'*^ 

By doing good, especially to them that 
are of the household of faith, or groanfa^ 
ao to he, employing them preferahly to 
others; huying one of another; helpii^ 
each other in husiness; and so much the 
more heoause the world will love its own, 
and them onl^. 

By aH possible diligence and frugality^, 
that the Gospel he not blamed. 

By running with patience the race which 
is set before them, denying themsehes^ and 
taking up their cross daily ; submitting to 
bear the reproach of Christ, to be as the 
filth and offscouring of the world; and 
looking that men should say all manner of 
esoil of them falsely for the Lord's saTce. 

(6) It is expected of all who desire to 
continue in these societies, that they should 
continue to evidence their desire of salva- 
tion. 

Thirdly, By attending upon all the ordi- 
imnces of God : such are.

(7) These are the general rules of our so- 
cieties : all which we are taught of God to 
observe, even in his written word, which 
is the only rule, and the suflScient rule, 
both of our faith and practice. And aU 
these we know his Spirit writes on truly 
awakened hearts, ^f there be any among 
Tis who observe them not, who habitually 
break any of them, let it be known unto 
them who watch over that soul as they 
who must give an account. We will ad- 
monish him of the error of his ways. "We 
will bear with him for a season. But if 
then he repent not, he hath no more place 
among us. We have delivered our own 
souls. 

SECTION in. 

Belation of Baptized ChiW/rm to the 
Chj/rch, 

Quest 1. Are all young children entitled 
to baptism? 

■ Anew. We hold that all chijdren, by vir- 
tue of the unconditional benefits of the 
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atonement) are members of the kingdom 
of God, and, therefore, graciously entitled 
to baptism ; but as infant baptism contem- 
plates a course of reli^ons instruction and 
discipline, it is expected of all parents or 
guardians who present their children for 
baptism, that they use all diligence in 
bringing tiiem up in conformity to the 
word of Gk)d, and they should be solemnly 
admonished of this obligation, and earnest 
ly exhorted to faithfol&ess therein. 

Quest. %, What is the relation of bap« 
tized children to the Ohurch? 

Answ. We regard all children who hate 
been baptized, as placed in yisible covenant 
relation to God, and under the fecial care 
and supervision of the Ohurch. 

Qti^t. 8. What shall be done for the 
baptized children of our Ohurch? 

Atisw, 1. The preacher in charge shaU 
preserve a full and accurate register of the 
names of all the baptized children within 
his pastoral care ; the dates of their birth, 
baptism, their paraitage, and places of 
residence. 

AnstD. 2. As early as they shall be able 
to imderstand, let l^em be taught the na- 
ture, design, and obligations of their bap- 
tism, and the truths of religion necessary 
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to make them wise mito salvation; let 
them be encouraged to attend class, and to 
gLve regolar attendance npcm all the means 
of grace, according to their age, capacity, 
and religions experience. 

AnstJD. 8. Whenever they shall have at- 
tained an age sufficient to understand the 
obligations of religion, and shall give evi- 
dence of a desire to flee from the wrath to 
come, and to be saved from their sins, 
their names shall be enrolled in the list of 
probationers ; and if they shall continue to 
give evidence <^ a principle and habit of 
piety, they may be admitted into full 
membership in our Church, on the recom- 
mendation of a leader with whom they 
have met at leaat six months in class, by 
publicly assenting before the Church to 
the baptismal covenant, and also the usual 
questions on doctrines and discipline. 

AnatD, 4. Whenever a bj^tized child 
shall by orphanage, or otherwise, become 
deprived of Christian guardianship, the 
preacher in charge shall ascertain and re- 
port to the Leaders' Meeting the facts in 
the case ; and such provision shall be made 
for the Ohi-istian training of the child, as 
the circumstances of the case admit and 
require. o,..e.,,Coogk 
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SECTION IV. 
Of DresB. 

Quest Should we insist on the rules 
concerning dress? 

Anew. By all means. This is no time 
to encourage superfluity in dress. There- 
fore, let all our people be exhorted to con- 
form to the spirit of the apostolic precept, 
"not to adorn themselves with gold, and 
pearls, and costly array." 1 Tim, ii, 9. 

SECTION V. 
Of Marriage, 

Qaeit. 1. Do we observe any evil whidi 
has prevailed in our Church with respect 
to marriage? 

Armo. Many of our members have mar- 
ried with unawakened persons. This has 
produced bad effects ; they have been either 
hindered for life, or have turned back to 
perdition. 

Quest, 2. What can be done to discour- 
age this? 

Answ, 1. Let every preacher publicly 
enforce the apostle's caution, "Be ye not 
unequally yoked together with uubeliey- 
ers." 2 Cor. vi, 14. 
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2. Let all be exhorted to take no step in 
so weighty a matter, without advising with 
, the most serious of their brethren. 

Quest, 3. Ought any woman to marry 
without the consent of her parents ? 

Armo. In general she ought not Yet 
there may be exceptions. For if; 1. A 
woman believe it to be her duty to marry : 
i^ 2. Her parents absolutely refuse to let 
her marry any Christian : then she may, 
nay, ought to marry without their consent. 
Yet even then a Methodist preacher ought 
not to be married to her. 

We do not prohibit our people from 
marryiog persons who are not of our 
Church, provided such persons have the 
form, and are seeking the power of godli- 
ness ; but we are determined to discourage 
their marrying persons who do not come 
op to this description. 
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CHAPTER n. 

THE HBA17S OF GBAOS. 

SECTION I. 
FuUio Worship, 

Quest, 1. What directions shall be giv- 
en for the establishment of nniformity in 
pnblio worship among ns on the Lord's 
day? 

Ajmo. 1. Let the morning service con- 
sist of singing, prayer, the reading of a 
chapter out of the Old Testament, and 
another out of the New, and preaching. 

2. Let the afternoon service consist of 
singing, prayer, the reading of one or two 
chapters out of the Bible, and preaching. 

8. Let the evening service consist of 
singing, prayer, and preaching. 

4. But on the days of administering the 
Lord's Supper, the two chapters in the 
morning service may be omitted. 

6. In administering the ordinances, and 
in the burial of the dead, let the form of 
Discipline invariably be used. Let the 
Lord's Prayer also be used on all occasions 
of public worship in concluding the first 
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prajer, and the apostolic benediction in 
dismissing the congregation.' 

6. Let the Society be met, whererer it 
is practicable, on the Sabbath-daj. 

Quest 2. Is there not a great indecency 
sometimes practiced among ns, namely, 
talking in the congregation before and after 
service ? How shall this be cured? 

Anew, Let all the Ministers and Preach- 
ers join as one man, and enlarge o;i the 
impropriety of talking before or after serv- 
ice; and strongly exhort those that are 
concerned to do it no more. In three 
months, if we are in earnest, this vile prao- 
tice will be banished out of every Method- 
ist congregation. Let none stop till he has 
carried his point. 

SECTION n. 
The Spirit and Truth of Singing, .. 

Quest. How shall we guard against for- 
mality in singing ? 

Answ. 1. Choose such hymns as are prop- 
er for the occasion, and do not sing too 
much at once ; seldom more than four or 
five verses. 

2. Let the tune be suited to the senti- 
ment, and do not suffer the people to sing 
too slow. o,.zedbvGoogIe 
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8. In every Society let due attention bd 
given to the cidtivation of eacred mnsic. 

4. If yon cannot sing yourself, let one 
or two be cliosen in each Society to lead 
m^Q singing. 

5. As singing is a part of Divine wor- 
ship in which all ought to unite, therefore 
exhort every person in the congregation to 
sing, not one in ten only. 

SECTION m. 
Class-meetings and Love-feasts. 

Quest 1. How may the Leaders of classes 
be rendered more useful? 

An»iD. 1. Let each of them be diligently 
examined concerning his method of meet- 
ing a class. Let this be done with all 
possible exactness, at least once a quar- 
ter. In order to this, take sufficient 
time. 

2. Let each Leader carefully inquire how 
every soul of his class prospers : not only 
how each person observes the outward 
rules, but how he grows in the knowledge 
and love of God. 

8. Let the Leaders converse with those 
who have the charge of their circuits, fre- 
quently and freely. 
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Quest, 2. Can anything more be done in 
order to make the Olaas-meetinga lively and 
profitable. 

Am. 1. Change improper Leaders. 

2. Let the Leaders frequently meet each 
other's classes. 

d. Let ns observe which Leaders are 
the most usefol; and 1^ these meet the 
other classes as often as possible. 

4. See that all the Leaders be not only 
men of somid judgment, but men truly de- 
voted to Ood. 

Queit 8. What shall we do with those 
members of our Church who willfully and 
repeatedly neglect to meet tiieir class? 

Answ. 1. Let the Elder, Deacon, or one 
of the Preachers visit them, whenever it 
is practicable, and explain to them the 
consequence if they continue to neglect: 
namely, exclusion. 

2. If they do not amend, let him who 
has the charge of the circuit or station 
bring their case before the Society, or a 
select number, before whom they shall have 
been cited to appear : and if they be found 
guilty of willful neglect by a decision of 
a majority of the members before whom 
tbeir case is brought, let them be laid 
aside, and let the Preacher show that they 
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are exdnded for a breach of otu* mlea, and 
not for immoral oonduet 

Quest 4. How often shall we permit 
serions persons who are not of onr Qmrch 
to meet inclassf 

AfiMj. At every other meeting of the 
ciass in every place let no stranger be ad- 
mitted. At other times they may; bntthe 
same person not above twice or thrice. 

Qtuat. 6. How often shall we permit 
strangers to be present at onr Love-feast ? 

Answ, Let them be admitted with the 
utmost caution; and the same person on 
no acconnt above twice or thrke, tmleif 
he become a member. 
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CHAPTER I.

SECTION I. 
Ov/r Deportment at the Cor^erenees. 

It is desired that all tilings be conMdered 
on these occasions as in the immediate 
^esence of C^od ; that e^ery person spe^k 
^eelj whatever is in his heart. 

Quest How may we best improve our 
time at the conferences ? 

Anno, 1. While we are conversing, let xa 
have an especial care to set Qod alwaji 
before ns. 

2. In the intermediate honrs, let ns 
redeem all the time we can for private ex* 
ercises. 

8. Therein let ns give ourselves to pray- 
er for one another, and for a blessmg on 
onr labor. ^ , 
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SECTION IL 
The General Ooi\ference. 

Quest. Who shall compose the General 
Oonference, and what are the regulations 
and powers belonging to it ? 

An8w, 1. The General Conference shall he 
composed of one member for every thirty 
members of each Annual Conference, to \>e 
appointed either by seniority or choice, at the 
discretion of such Annual Conference; yet 
so that such representatives shall have trav- 
eled at least four full calendar years from the 
time that they were received on trial by an 
Annual Conference, and are in full conneo- 
tion at the time of holding the Conference. 

2. The General Conference shall meet on 
tJie first day of May, in the year of our 
Lord 1812, in the city of New York, and 
thenceforward on the first dajrof May once 
in four years perpetually, in such place or 
places as shall be fixed on by the General 
Conference from time to time; but tiie 
general superintendents, or a mtgority of 
them, by or with the advice of two thirds 
of all the Annual Conferences, or, if there 
be no general superintendent, two thirds 
of all the Annual Conferences shall have 
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power to call an extra pession of tiie Gtoe- 
ral Conference at any time, to be constitut- 
ed in the nsnal way. 

8. At all times when the 6teneral Con- 
ference is met, it shall take two thirds of 
the representatives of all the Annnal Oon- 
ferences to make a qnormn for transacting 



4. One of the general superintendents 
shall preside in the General Conference ; 
bnt in case no general snperint^dent he 
present, the General Conference shall 
choose a president pro tern. 

5. The General Conference may try ap- 
peals from members of Annual Conferences 
who may have been censured, suspended, 
expelled, or located without their consent, 
by a conmiittee embracing not less than 
fifteen of its members, nor more than one 
member from each delegation, who, in the 
presence of a Bishop presiding, and one or 
more of the Secretaries of the Conference 
keeping a faithM record of aU the pro- 
ceedings had, shall have fidl power to hear 
and determine the case, subject to the rules 
and regulations which govern the ^aid 
Conference in such proceedings, and the 
records made and the papers submitted hi 
ioch trials shall be presented to the Con- 
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ferenoe, and be filed and preserved with 
tiie papers of that body. 

6. The General Conference shall have 
fnU powers to make rales and regulations 
for our Ohurch, under the following limit- 
ations and restrictions, namely : 

1. The General Conference shall not re- 
voke, alter, or change onr Articles of 
Eeligion, nor establish any new stand- 
ards or rales of doctrine contrary to our 
present existing and established standards 
ci doctrine. 

2. They shall not allow of more than one 
representative for every fourteen mem- 
bers of the Annual Conference, nor al- 
low of a less nxmiber than one for every 
forty-five; provided, nevertheless, that 
when there i^all be in any Annual Con- 
ference a fraction of two thirds the 
number which shall be fixed for the ratio 
of representation, such Annual Confer- 
ence shall be entitled to an additional 
delegate for such fraction ; and provided, 
also, that no Conference shall be d^ed 
the privilege of two delegates. 

8. They shall not change or alt^ any part 
or rule of our government, so as to do 
away episcopacy, or destroy the plan of 
our ilanei^t g^eral superintetodenc^. 
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4. They shall not reT<^e or change tbe 
General Boles of the United Societies. 

6. They shall not do away the privilegee 
of our ministers or preachers of trial by 
a committee, and of an appeal ; neither 
^all they do away the privileges of our 
m^nbers of trial before the society, or 
by a committee, and of an appeal. 

6. They shall not appropriate the produce 
of the Book Concern, nor of the Charter 
Fund, to any purpose other than for tbe 
benefit oi the traveling, supernumerary, 
superannuated, and worn-out preachers^ 
their wives, widows, and diildren. 
Provided^ nevertheless, that upon the 
concurrent recommendation of three 
fourths of all the members of the several 
Annual Conferences, who shall be pres- 
ent and vote on such recommendation, 
then a majority of two thirds of the 
Gton^*al Conference succeeding shall suf- 
fice to alter any of the above restrictions, 
excepting the first article: and also, 
whenever such altwation or alterations 
shall have been first recommended by 
two thirds of the General Conference, SD 
soon as three fourths of the members of 
all the Annual Conferences shall have 
ooncurred as aforesaid, such alteration or 
•Iterations shall take effect CooqIc 
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To defray the expenses of the delegate 
composing the General Conference, a col- 
lection shall be taken up in each circnit 
and station ^ome time previously to the 
Bitting of the Conference, and the sums so 
collected shall be brought up by the dele- 
gation to the General Conference, and ap- 
plied to the object herein contemplated, in 
proportion to the expenses of the several 
delegates. 

SECTION in. 
The Annual Conferences, 

Quest 1. Who shall attend the Annual 
Conferences? 

Answ. All the Traveling Preachen^^ 
both those who are in full connection, and 
those who are on trial. 

Quest, 2. Who shaQ appoint the time? 
of holding the Annual Conferences? 

Answ, The Bishops : but they shall al^ 
low the Annual Conferences to sit a week 
at least. 

Quest. 8. Who shall appoint the places 
of holding the Annual Conferences ? 

Answ, Each Annual Conference shall 
appoint the place of its own sitting ; but 
should it become necessary, from any un- 
foreseen cause, to change tiie^lace of its 
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gittang after it has been fixed by the Oon* 
ference, the Preacher or Preachers in 
diarge of the place, and the Presiding 
Elder of the district where the Conference 
was to be held, idiaU have power to make 
snch change. Bnt this anthority shall not 
be exercised without first consulting the 
other Presiding Elders of the Conference 
so far as practicable. 

Quest 4. Who shall preside at the An^ 
imfd Conferences? 

Answ. The Bishop. In case no Bishop 
be present, a Presiding Elder, appointed 
Ijey a Bishop, by letter or otherwise, shall 
preside. Bnt if no appointment be made^ 
or if the Presiding Elder appointed do not 
attend, the Conference ^all in either of 
these cases elect the President by ballot, 
without a debate, from among the Predd- 
ing Elders. 

Quest 5. What is the method wherein we 
nsnally proceed in the Annual Conferences ? 

Armo. We inquire,

Quest. 7. Are there any other,4irections 
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to be given concerning t^e Annnal Oob* 
ferences ? 

Answ, 1. There shall be fifty-one Con- 
ferences in the year? 

2. A record of the proceedings of each 
Annual Conference shall be kept by a Sec- 
retary, chosen for the pnrpose, and shall 
be signed by the President and Secretary ; 
and let a copy of said recc»d be sent to 
the General Conference.* 

8. Every Annual Conference has full lib- 
erty to adopt and recommend such plans 
and rules as to them may appear necessary 
the more effectually to raise supplies for 
the respective allowances. Each Annual 
Conference is authorized to raise a fund, if 
they judge it proper, subject to its own 
control, and under such regulations as their 
wisdom may direct, for the relief of the 
distressed traveling and supercmnuatecl 
preachers, their wives, widows, and chil- 
dren ; and it shall be the duty of each An* 
nual Conference to take measures J^om 
year to year to raise money in every cir- 
cuit and station within its bounds for those 
pui*poses, 

4. Each Annnal Conference shall report 
ihrough its Secretary to the Sunday -School 
^ For duties of Secretary see Appendix A. 
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IJiiioii the nomber of schools within ita 
bonnds, together with other facts nftmed in 
the form published by the Union, and con- 
tained in the annn^ reports of preachers, 
as directed in part ii, chapter ii, section 12.

SECTION rv. 

The Quarterly Conferences. 

Quest. 1. Of whom shall the Quarterly 
Clonferences be composed ? 

Armo, Of all the Traveling and Local 
Preachers, exhortera, stewards, and clas»- 
leaders of the circuit or station, and the 
first male superintendents of our Sunday- 
Sdiools, being members of our Church, and 
approved by the Quarterly Conference, and 
none else. The Missionary Committee 
shall have a right to a seat during the 
action of the Conference on the subject of 
Missions, but at no other time. 

Quest, 2. Who shall preside in the Quar- 
terly Conferences? 

Armo. The Presiding Elder, and in hia 
absence the Preacher in charge. 

Quest. 8. How shall the minutes of the 
Quarterly Conference be kept? 
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AnstD, The Qnarterly Conference shall 
appoint a Secretary to take down the pro- 
ceedings thereof; in a book kept by one of 
the stewards of the circuit for that pnr- 
pose. 

Quest, 4. What shall be the regnlar bnsi- 
ness of the Quarterly Conference ? 

Answ. 1. To hear complaints, and to re- 
ceive and try appeals. 

2. To take cognizance of all the Local 
Preachers in the circuit or station, and to 
inquire into the gifts^ labors, and useftOHess 
of each Preacher by name; to lie^ose 
proper persons to preach, and renew their 
license annually, when, in the judgment of 
laid CcMiference, their gifts, grace, and ode- 
fdlness will wmrant such renewal ; to rec- 
ommend to the Annual Conference salt- 
able candidates in the local connection for 
Deacons' or Elders' orders, and for admis- 
sion on trial in the traveling connecMon ; 
and to try, suspend, expel, or acquit any 
Local Preacher in the circuit or etatdoa 
against whom charges may be brought 
Fro^idedy that no person shall be licensed 
to preach without the recommendation of 
the society of whidi he k a member, or 
of a Leaders' Meeting ; nor shall any one 
be licensed to preach, or recommended to 
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the ABttxifil OonfeMBce to tr»T«l, or far 
ordioatkHi, widiont finst being examined in 
the Qu£u-teHy Oonference on ^e sabjeotof 
doctrinea and disoipline. 

8. To appoint Stewards, the Preacher in 
dMurge haTing a right to nominate; and to 
examine the eharaet^^ of exhorters axk- 
noelly, and. recommend them, if approTed^ 
ion renewal of license. 

4s, To ai^int District Stewards as pro* 
vided for in part ii, ch. ix, § 1, and a Par^ 
fonage Committee, if necessary.* 

5. To appoint a Missic^arj Oommitlei^ 
•s provided for in part iv, § 2, item 4. 

6. To receive the annnid reports of Tni8t> 
•M, as provided for in part v, ch. 1, 9 4^ 
item 6. 

7. Each Quarterly Oonfnrence ahe^ hav» 
mtpervision of all the StmdayHBchools and 
fiiAday-school Societies within its bounds^ 
which schools and sodeties shall be anx* 
Oiary to the Sunday-School Union of the 
Methodist Episcopal Oharch« 

8. It shall be the duty of the Quarterly 
Oonf4»*ence of each Circuit and Station, at 
the session immediately preceding tha 
Annual Confsrenoe, to ap{K>inl an Estimat- 
ing Committee, condsting of three or more 
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members of the Ohorob, who shall, after 
eonfening -wilh. the preachers, make m 
'estbuate of the amount neoessarj to furnish 
a comfortable support to the preacher or 
preachers stationed among them, taking 
into consideration the number and condi- 
tion of the family or families of sodi 
preacher ot preachers, which estimate shaQ 
be subject to the action of the Quartwly 
Conference, and the stewards shall provide 
by such methods as they may judge best to 
meet such amount. The trayeling and 
Bkoving expenses of the preachers shall not 
be reckoned as a part of the estimate, htii 
be paid by the Stewards separately. 

9. It shall be the duty (k the Quart^ltjF 
Conference of each chajrge within whoso 
l^unds a superannuated preacher, or the 
widow or child of a deceased preacher maj 
reside, to appoint a committee, whose du^ 
it shall be to make an estimate of tb« 
amount necessary to assist such preacher, 
widow, or child in obtaining a comfortable 
support, and such estimate shall be sent 
np to the Annual Oonfer^ice wil^ which 
the claimant may be connected, and sub* 
ject to the action of said Annual Confu^ 
ence.

2. Have they gifts (as wdl 9b grace) for 
the work? Have they (in some tolerable 
degree) a clear, sound understanding^ a 
right judgmait in the things of God, a just 
conception of salvation by Mth ? And has 
God given them any degree of utterance! 
Do they speak jistiy, readily, clearly? 

8. Have they fruit? Are any truly con* 
vinced of sin, and converted to God by 
their preaching? 

As long aa these tfaxee marks concur la 
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any one, we believe he is ci^ed of God to 
preach. These we receive as suflBcieni 
proof that he is moved by the Holy Ghost.

Quest, 1. What are the directions given 
to a Preacher? 

An9w. 1. Be diligent. Never be unem- 
ployed : never be triflingly employed. 
Never trifle away time ; neither spend any 
more time at any place than is strictly 
necessary. 

2. Be serions. Let your motto be JEtbli" 
ne8» to the Lord, Avoid all lightness, jest- 
ing, and foolish talking. 

8. Converse sparingly, and conduct your- 
self prudently with women. 1 Tim. v, 2. 

4. Take no step toward marriage with- 
out first consulting with your brethren. 

5. Believe evil of no one without good 
evidence ; unless you see it done, take heed 
how you credit it. Put the best construc- 
tion on everything. You know the judg^ 
is always supposed to be on the prisoner's 
dde. 

6. 8peak evil of no one; because your 
wordf especially, would eat as doth a canker. 
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Keep your thoughts within your own breast 
till you come to the person concerned. 

7. Tell every one under your care what 
you think wrong in his ccmduct and temper, 
and that lovingly and plainly as soon as 
may be: else it will fester in your heart. 
Make all haste to cast the fire out of your 
bosom. 

8. Avoid all affectation. A preacher of 
the Gospel is the servant of all. 

9. Be ashamed of nothing but sin. 

10. Be punctual. Do everything exactly 
at the time. And do not mend our mles^ 
but keep them; not for wrath, but con- 
science' sake. 

11. You have nothing to do but to save 
souls : therefore spend and be spent in this 
work; and go always not only to those 
that want you, but to those that want you 
most. 

Observe I it is not your business only to 
preach so many times, and to take care of 
this or that society, but to save as many as 
you can ; to bring as many sinners as you 
oan to repentance, and with all your power 
to build them up in that holiness without 
which they cannot see the Lord. And re- 
member 1 a Methodist preacher is to mind 
eyery point, great and small, m the Metbr 
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edkt Disoiplinel Therefore yon will need 
to ezerdse all the sense and grace you havew 

12. Act in all things not according to 
your own will, but as a son in the Gospd. 
As such, it is your duty to employ your 
time in the manner in which we direct : 
in preaching, and visiting from house to 
house ; in reading, meditation, and prayer. 
Above all, if you labor with us in the 
Lord's vineyard, it is needful you should do 
that part of the work which we advise, at 
those times and places which we judge 
most for his glory. 

Qttest 2. Are there any smaller advices 
which might be of use to us ? 

Antw. Perhaps these : 1. Be sure never 
to disappoint a congregation. 2. Be^at 
the time appointed. 8. Let your whole 
depc»*tment be serious, weighty, and solemn. 
4. Always suit your subject to your audir 
ence. 6. Choose the plainest text you can. 
6. Take care not to ramUe, but keep to 
your text, and make out whc^ you take in 
hand.

Quest, ^, How shall a Preacher be quali- 
fied for his charge? 

Anew. By walking closely with God, 
and having his work greatly at heart ; and 
by understanding and loving discipline, 
ours in particular. 

Quest. 8. Do we suffidaatly watch over 
each other? 

Answ. We do not Cftiould we not fre- 
quently ask each other. Do you walk close- 
ly with God? Have you now fellowahip 
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with the Father and the Son? At what 
hour do yon rise? Do yon punctually 
ohserve the morning and erening hours of 
retirement? Do you spend the day in the 
manner which the Conference advises? 
Do you converse seriously, usefully, and 
closely ? To he more particular : Do yon 
use all the means of grace yourself, and 
enforce the use of theni on all other per- 
sons ? They are either instituted or pru- 
dential. 
I. The instituted are, 

1. Prayer: private, family, and puhlic; 
consisting of deprecation, petition, inter- 
QBssion, and thanksgiving. Do you use 
each of these? Do you forecast daily, 
wherever you are, to secure time for pri- 
vate devotion ? Do you practice it every- 
where? Do you ask everywhere. Have 
you family prayer ? Do you ask individ- 
uals. Do you use private prayer, every 
morning and evening in particular? 

2. Searching the Scriptures, hy 

(1.) Reading: constantly, some part of 
every day; regularly, all the Bible in 
order; carefully, with notes; seriously, 
with prayer before and after; fruitfully, 
immediately practicing what you leajcn 
there? 
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(2.) Meditating : At set times ? By rule ? 

(3.) Hearing: Every opportunity? With 
prayer before, at, after ? Have you a Bible 
always about you ? 

8. The Lord's Supper : Do you use this 
at every opportunity ? With solemn pray- 
er before? With earnest and deliberate 
self-devotion? 

4. Fasting : Do you use as much absti- 
nence and fasting every week as your 
health, strength, and labor will permit.

These means may be used -without fruit. 
But there are some means which cannot: 
namely, watching^ denying ourselves, tak- 
ing up our cross, exercise of the presence 
of God.

(2) Do you eat no more at each 
meal than is necessary? Are you not 
heavy or drowsy after dinner? (8) Do 
you use only that kind, and that degree of 
drink, which is best both for your body 
and soul? (4) Do you choose and use 
water for your common drink? And 
only take wine medicinally or sacrament- 
ally?

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however grievous to nature, as a gift of 
God, and labor to profit thereby? 

4. Do you endeavor to set God always 
before you? To see his eye continually 
fixed up<Mi you ? 

Never can you use these means but a 
blessing will ensue. And the more you 
use them, the more you will grow in grace.

From four to 
five in the morning, and from five to six in 
the evening, to meditate, pray, and read 
the Scriptures with notes, and the closely 
practical parts of what Mr. Wesley haa 
published. 8. From six in the morning 
till twelve, wherever it is practicable, lei 
the time be spent in appropriate reading; 
study, and private devotion. 

Quest, 2. Why is it that the people under

We must, absolutely must, cure this evil, 
or betray the cause of God. But how? 
1. Bead the most useful books, and that 
regularly and constantly. 2. Steadily 
spend all the morning in this employment, 
or at least five hours in the four and twenty. 
•*But I have no taste for reading." Con- 
tract a taste for it by use, or return to your 
former employment. "But I have no 
books." Be diligent to spread the booka^ 
and you will have the use of them.

Personal 
religion, either toward God or man, is too 
superficial among us. We can but just

touch on a few particulars. How litU% 
fiaith is there among us ! How little com- 
munion with God I How little living in 
heaven, walking in eternity, deadness to 
every creature! How much love of the 
world I Desire of pleasure, of ease, of get>* 
ting money I How little brotherly love! 
What continual judging one another I 
What gossiping, evil-speaking, tale-bearing 
What want of moral honesty I To instance 
only one particuliu* : Who does as he would 
be done by in buying and selling? 

2. Family religion is wanting in many 
branches. And what avails public preach- 
ing alone, though we could preach like 
angels? We must, yea, every traveling 
preacher must instruct the people from 
house to house. Till this be done, and that 
in good earnest, Methodists will be no better. 

Our religion is not sufficiently deep, uni- 
versal, uniform; but superficial, partial, 
uneven. It will be so till we spend half 
as much time in this visiting as we now do 
in talking uselessly. Can we find a better 
method of doing this than Mr. Baxter's? 
If not, let us aiopt it without delay. His 
whole tract, entitled, Gildaa Sihianus; 
ar^ The Rrformed Pastor^ is well worth a 
careful pernsaL Speaking of this visiting 
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from house to house, he says, (p. 861^ 
" We shall find many hinderances, both i& 
ODTselves and the people." 

1. In ourselves there is much dulhiess 
imd laziness, so that there will be much 
ado to get us to be faithful in the work. 

2. We have a base, man-pleasing temper, 
BO that we let them perish rather than lose 
their love ; we let them go quietly to hell 
lest we should offend them. 

3. Some of us have a foolish bashfulness. 
We know not how to begin, and blush to 
contradict the devil. 

4. But the greater hinderance is weak- 
ness of faith. Our whole motion is weak, 
because the spring of it is weak. 

5. Lastly, we are unskillful in the work. 
How few know how to deal with men, so 
as to get within them, and suit all our di«h 
course to their several conditions and tem- 
pers : to choose the fittest subjects, and 
follow them with a holy mixture of serious- 
ness, terror, love, and meekness I 

But undoubtedly this private applicatitin 
is implied in those, solemn words of the 
apostle: "I charge thee before God and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge tha 
quick and the dead at his appearing, preaoh 
the word: be instant in season,, out of sea- 
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80Q : reprove, rebuke, exhort, with all long- 
•uffering." 

O brethren, if we could but set this 
work on foot in all our societies, and pros- 
ecute it zealously, what glory would re- 
dound to God I If the common lukewarm- 
ness were banished, and every shop, and 
every house, busied in speaking of the 
word and works of God, surely God would 
dwell in our habitations, and make us his 
delight. 

^d this is absolutely necessary to the 
welfare of our people, some of whom nei- 
ther repent nor believe to this day. Look 
round, and see how many of them are still 
in apparent danger of damnation. And how 
can you walk and talk, and be merry with 
such people, when you know their case? 
When you look them in the face, you should 
break forth into tears, as the prophet did 
when he looked upon Hazael, and then set 
on them witli the most vehement exhorta- 
tions. O, for God's sake, and the sake of 
poor souls, bestir yourselves, and spare 
no pains that may conduce to their sal- 
vation I 

What cause have we to bleed before tlie 
Lord that we have so long neglected this 
good work ! If we had but engaged in it 
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sooner, how many more might have been 
brought to Christ! And how mnch holier 
and happier might our societies have been 
before now I And why might we not have 
done it sooner? There were many hin- 
derances; and so there always will be. Bnl 
the greatest hinderance is in ourselves, in 
onr littleness of faith and love. 

But it is objected, I. "This will take 
np so much time, we shall not have leis- 
ure to follow our studies." We answer, 
1. Gaining knowledge is a good thing, but 
saving souls is a better. 2. By this very 
thing yon will 'gain the most excellent 
knowledge, that of Grod and eternity. 
8. You win have time for gaining other 
knowledge too. Only sleep no more than 
you need ; " and never be idle, or triflingly 
employed." But, 4. If you can do but 
one, let your studies alone. "We ought to 
throw by all the libraries in the world, 
rather than be guilty of the loss of one 
souL 

It is objected, II. " The people will not 
submit to it." If some will not, others 
wilL And the success with them will re- 
pay all your labor. O let us herein follow 
the example of St. Paul I 1. For our gen- 
eral buMness, Serving the Lord with all hu* 
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miUt^ of mind: 2. Our special work, Take 
heed to yorirsehesy and to all the fiock: 
8. Our doctrine, Repentance toward God^ 
a^d faith toward our Lord Jetue Chriet: 
4. The place, / ha/oe tatight you publicly^ 
wndfrom house to house: 6. ITie object and 
manner of teaching, I ceased not to wa^m 
eoery one^ night and day^ with tears: 

6. His innocence and self-denial herein, 
/ have coveted no man's siher or gold: 

7. His patience, Neither count I my lifi 
dear unto myself. And among all other 
motives let these be ever before our eyes: 
1, The Church of Qod^ which he haXhpwr 
chased with his own blood: 2. Gh^ievous 
woVoes shall enter in; yea, of yourselves 
shall men arise, speaking perverse things. 

Write this upon yonr hearts, and it will 
do you more good than twenty years' study. 
Then you will have no time to spare : yon 
will have work enough. Then likewise 
no preacher will stay with us who is as 
salt that has lost its savor. For to such 
this employment would be mere drudgery. 
And in order to it, you will have need of 
all the knowledge you can procure, and 
^ace you can attain. 

The sum is. Go into -every house in 
oonrse, and teach every one therein, youn^; 
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and old, to be Cbristians inwardly and ont- 
wardly; make every particular plain to 
tbeir understandings ; fix it in their minds; 
write it on their hearts. In order to this^ 
there must be line upon line, precept upon 
precept. What patience, what love, what 
knowledge, is requisite for this ! We must 
needs do this, were it only to avoid idle- 
ness. Do we not loiter away many hours 
in every week ? Each try himself : no idle- 
ness is consistent with a growth in graoe^ 
Kay, without exactness in redeeming time, 
yon cannot retain the grace you receive in 
justification. 

Quest, 2. Why are we not more holy ? 
Why do we not live in eternity? Walk 
with God all the day long ? Why are we 
not all devoted to God? Breathing the 
whole spirit of missionaries ? 

Am. Chiefly because we are enthusiasts ; 
looking for the end without using the 
means. To touch upon only two or three 
instances: Who of us rises at four, or even 
at five, when we do not preach ? Do we 
know the obligation or benefit of fasting 
or abstinence ? How often do we practice 
It? The neglect of this alone is sufficient 
to account for our feebleness and faintneai 
of spirit. We are continually grieving ib^ 
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Holy Spirit of God hj the habitual neglect 
d a plain duty. Let ns amend from this 
hour. 

Quest. 8. How shall we guard against 
Sabbath-breaking, evil-speaking, unprofit- 
able conversation, lightness, expensivenesi 
or gayety of apparel, and contracting debts 
without due care to discharge them? 

Ans. 1. Let us preach expressly on «ach 
of these heads. 2. Read in every society 
the sermon on evil-speaking. 8. Let the 
leaders closely examine and exhort every 
person to put away the accursed thing; 
4. Let the preachers warn every society 
that none who is guilty herein can r^nain 
with us. 6. Extirpate buying or selling 
goods which have not paid the duty laid 
upon them by government, out of our 
Ohurch. Let none remain with us who 
will not totally abstain from this evil in 
every kind and degree. Extirpate bribery, 
receiving anything, directly or indirectly, 
for voting at any election. Show no re- 
spect to persons herein, but expel all that 
touch the accursed thing. And strongly 
advise our people to discountenance all 
treats given by candidates before or ni 
Sections, and not to be partakers, in mj 
nspect, of such iniquitous practices* 
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SECTION IX. 

Hie Method of deceiving Traveling Freaeh- 
ers on Trial. 

Quest How is a Preacher to be re- 
ceived on trial ? 

Ans, 1. By the Annual Conference ? 

2. In the interval of the Conference, by 
a Bishop, or the Presiding Elder of the 
district, nntil the sitting of the Conference. 

But no one shall be received unless he 
first procure a recommendation from the 
Quarterly Conference of his circuit or sta- 
tion. We may then, if he give us satisfac- 
tion, receive him on trial. But before any 
fmch candidate is received on trial, or 
ordained Deacon or Elder, he shall give 
satisfactory evidence respecting his knowl- 
edge of those particular subjects which have 
been recommended to his conadderation. 

"When a Preacher's name is not printed 
in the Minutes, he must receive a written 
license from a Bishop or Presiding Elder. 

Observe I taking on trial is entirely dif- 
ferent from admitting a Preacher into foil 
ocmnection. One on trial may be either 
admitted or rejected, without doing him 
any wrong : otherwise it would be no tria3 
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At each Annnal Conference, those who 
are received on trial, or are admitted intb 
fall connection, shall be asked whether 
they are willing to devote themselves to 
the missionary work ; and a list of the 
names of all those who are willing to do 
so shall be taken and reported to the Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Missionary 
Society ; and all such shall be considered 
as ready and willing to be employed as 
missionaries whenever called for by either 
of the Bishops. 

SECTION X. 

The Manner of Beceiving Traveling 
Preachers into Full Connection. 

Quest What method do we nse in re* 
oedving a Preacher at the Conference into 
foil connection ? 

Amw. After solemn fasting and prayer, 
every person proposed shall then be asked, 
before the Conference, the following quesh 
tions, (with any others which may be 
thought necessary,) namely: Have yon 
faith in Christ? Are you going on to per- 
fection ? Do you expect to be made per- 
fisct in love in this life ? Are you groanicn 
•fter it ? Are you resolved to devote youp^ 
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fiSdlf tf boUy to God and his work f Do yon 
know the rules of society? Do you ke^ 
them? Do you constantly attend the 
sacrament? Have you read the form of 
Discipline ? Are you willing to conform 
to it? Have you considered the rules of a 
Preacher, (see § 2,) especially the first> 
tenth, and twelfth? Will you keep them 
for conscience' sake? Are you determined 
to employ all your time in the work of 
God ? Will you endeavor not to speak too 
long or too loud ? Will you diligently in- 
struct the children in every place? Will 
you visit from house to house? Will you 
recommend fasting, or abstinence, both by 
precept and example? Are you in debt? 

Then if he give us satisfaction, after he 
has been employed two successive years in 
the regular itinerant work on circuits, in 
stations, or in our institutions of learning, 
which is to commence from his being re- 
ceived on trial at the Annual Conference, 
and being approved by the Annual Con- 
ference, and examined by the President of 
tho- Conference, he may be received into 
full connection. 

KB. A Missionary employed on a For- 
eign Mission may be admitted into full con^ 
nection, if reconunended by the Superin- 
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tendont of the Mission where he labors, 
without being j^resent at the Annnal Oon- 
teenoe for e^^amination.

Conference, and none else, to hear com- 
plaints, and to receive and try appeals, 
^d to transact such other business as is 
pirovided for in part ii, ch. i, § 4. 

6. To oversee the spiritual and temporal' 
business of the Church in his district, and 
t6 promote, by all proper means, the cause 
of Missionst and Sunday-schools, and the 
publication, at our own press, of Bibles, 
Tracts, and Sunday-school Books; and 
carefully to inquire, at each Quarterly Con- 
f<9rence, whether the rules respecting the 
instruction of children have been faithfully

T. To take care that every part of onr 
Discipline be enforced in his district ; and 
to decide all questions of law in a Quarteriy 
Conference, subject to an appeal to the 
President of the nezt Annual Conference; 
bat in all cases t^he ^plication of law shall 
be with the Conference* 

8. To attend the Bishops when present 
in his district; and to give them, when 
absent^ all necessary information, by letter, 
of the state of his dist^et 

9. To direct the candidates who are ad- 
mitted on trial to those studies which haiV^ 
been recommended by the Bi^ops^ 

10. To explain to those Preadierswho 
are on trial, as well aa to those who are in 
ftiture to be proposed for trial, that they 
may be either admitted or rejected without 
doing them any wrong.

The Presiding Elder's Support. 

QvMt. How shaU the Presiding Elders 
be supported? 

Atisw, There shall be annually, in every 
district, a meeting composed of one steward 
from each circuit and station, to be selected 
by the Quarterly Conference, whose duty 
it shall be, with the advice of the Presiding 
fflder, (who shall preside in such meeting,) 
to make an estimate of the amount neces- 
sary to furnish a comfortable support to the 
Presiding Elder, and to apportion the same, 
including house rent and traveling expenses, 
among the different circuits and stations in 
the district, according to their several 
ability ; and in all cases the Presiding Elder 
ahall share with the preachers in his dis- 
trict in proportion with what they have 
respectively received: but if^ere be a 
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surplus ol money raised for the SDpport of 
tlie preachers in one or more of the oircnits 
or stations in his district, he shall recdye 
such sorplus, provided he do not receire 
more than his allowance.

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CHAPTER V. 

TBAYELIKG ELDBSS. 

SECTION I. 

The Election and Ordination of TroflDtling 
Elders^ trnd their Duty. 

Quest. 1. How is an Elder oonstitnted? 

Amid. Bj the electi(»i of a majority of 
the Annual Conference, and hj the lajing 
oa of the hands of a Bishop and some of 
the Elders that are present. 

Quest. 2. What is the duty of a Traveling 
Elder? 

Answ. 1. To administer Baptism and the 
Lord's Bupper, to solemnize matrimony, 
and to conduct Divine worship. 

2. To do all the duties of a traveling 
preacher. 

No Elder that ceases to travel, without 
tihe consent of the Annual Conference, cer- 
tified under the hand of the President of 
the Conference, except in case of sickness, 
debility, or other unavoidable circum- 
stances, shall on any account exercise the 
peculiar functions of his office, or even be 
allowed to preach among us: Tieverth^esSf 
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the final determination in all snch oases Is 
with the Annual Oonference. 

Quest, 3. What shall l:>e the time of pro- 
bation of a Traveling Deaobn for the offiod 
of an Elder? 

Ansto, Every Traveling Deacon shall 
exercise that office for two years, before he be 
^gible to the office of £lder ; except in ;tiM 
case of missions, when -the Ammal Confer- 
ences shall have authority to elect for the 
Elder^s office sooner, if til&ey judge it^expe- 
^ent. 

When a |xreadi«r shall have passed h» 
examination, and been admitted into Mk 
Qcmnection, and elected to JDeacon^s office, 
bat fails of his ordination through the aln 
aence of the Bishop, his eligibility to the 
office of Elder £(hi^ run &om the time of 
his election to ithe offioe of a Beaooo. 

SECTION n. 

The Method of Proceeding against aceusei 
Traveling Ministers or Preachers. 

Quest 1. What shall be done when aa 
Elder, Deacon, or Preacher is under re» 
port of being guilty of 9om0 crime ex- 
pressly forbidden in the word of God, at 
1^^ nnchristiaA piaetioc^ sufficient to as* 
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dnde a person from the kingdom of gradi 
and glory? 

- Armo, 1. In the interval of the Annnal 
Oimferenoe, let the Presiding Elder^ in tin 
abs^ice of a Birii(^, call as many traveling 
soanisters as he stM think fit, at least three; 
and, if possible, bring the aocosed and tha 
aeoQser fa&t to ^Euse; and canse a correal 
vaeord of the invtstigattion to be kept and 
tBanaraitted to theJjmnal Conference, if 
tha person be dearly convicted, he shall ba 
aoE^ended from aH minieterial services and 
Ohnrch privileges nntil the ensuing Annnal 
Conference, at whidi his ease shall be Mfy 
aonsidered and deteramied. Bnt if tha 
aoeased be a Presiding Mder, three of tha 
anuor preachers of Ms distriot shall incpma 
ittto tiie character ai the report, and if tfaesf 
|ndge it necessary, cati in the Presidifig 
Elder of any a^oining district, who shall 
appoint a Oommittoe of ^e Elders from 
within the bounds of the Annnal Oonfiaf^ 
anoe of which the aceieed is a ipembei^ 
and also preside at the examination. 

If the accused and accuser cannot be 
iirought face to ftoe, but the supposed A»> 
fiBfueat flees frmn trial, it shall be reemTai 
aa a presumptiva proof d guilt; and ook 
6i the mouth of two <fr tlnae witneeaea ka 
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Aall be oond^nned. Kerertiielesg, even 
in that case, the Annaal Oonferenee shaft 
teoonsidw and determine the wkola 
mstt^. 

And if i^e accused be a superannuated 
prlBaieher, living out of the bounds of tiie 
Conference of which he is a memberi h» 
tbaH be held responsible to the Aunnai 
CJonfference within whose bounds he may 
reside, who shall have power to try, acquit, 
augend, locate^ or expel him, in the sama 
manner as if he were a member of said 
Oonferenee.

Frovidedy nevertheless^ that in all the 
above-mention<»d ca^es of trial, and convio* 
tion, an appeal to the ensuing: General Con^ 
ference shall he allowed, if the condeBmed 
person signify his intention to appeal, at the 
time of his condemnation, or at any tio^ 
thereafter when he is informed thereof. 

In all the ahove-mentioned cases it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Annual 
Conference carefully to preserve the Miur 
utes of the trials whether taken before a 
ooiomittee or before the Conference, and 
aU the documents relating to the case, to- 
gether with the charge or charges^ and tiie 
specification or ^ecifications ; which AUn- 
utes and documents only^ in case of an ap* 
peal from the decision of an Annual Cooi- 
ference, shall be presented tx> the General 
Conference in evidence on the case. And. 
in all cases, when an i^eal is madoj and^ 
admitted by the General Qonfereocei the/ 
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ftI>pollant sball either state personaUy, or 
by ills representative, (who shall be a mem- 
ber of the Conference,) the grounds of hi» 
appeal, showing canse why he appeals, and 
he shall be allowed to make his def»is6 
without intermptlon. After which, the 
representatives of the Annual Oonferenoe 
from whose decision the appeal is made, 
shall be permitted to respond in presence 
.of the appellant, who sh^ have the privi- 
lege of replying to such representatives,: 
which shall close the pleadings on both' 
ddes. This done, the appellant shall with- 
draw, and the Conference or Committee on 
the case shall decide. And after such form 
of trial and expulsion, the person so ex- 
pelled shall have no privileges of society or 
sacraments in our Church, without con- 
fession, contrition, and satisfactory refor- 
mation. 

A Preadier on trial who may be accused 
of crime shall be accountable to the Quar- 
terly ConfOTcnce of the circuit on which he 
travels. The Presiding Elder shall call a 
oommittee of three Local Preachers, who 
may suspend him ; and the Quarterly Con- 
ference may expel him: nevett7ieles8, he 
shall have a right to an appeal to the next 
Annual Conference. 
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ynien any Traveling Elder or Deacon is 
d^^ved of his eredentiala, by expulsion or 
olherwisey they shall be f^ed with the 
papers of the Annual Conference of which 
he was a member ; and shonld he at any 
ftiinre lime giye satisfietory evidence to 
said Conference of his amendment, and pro- 
oore a certificate of the Quarterly Oonfer- 
efice of the circuit or station where he re- 
ddes, or of an Annnal Conference who may 
have admitted him on trial, recommending 
to the Annual Conf^ence of which he tool 
a m^nber formerly the restoration of his 
credentials, the said Conference may it* 
itorethem. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

TRAVELmG DEACOire. 

TkeEUoUen md Oridmatim of Tromlvn^ 
JDeaoom^ and their Duty. 

Quest, 1. How is a Traveling Deacon 
Wfnstituted? 

Answ. By the election of a majority of 
fee Annual Conference, and the laying on 
<rf tJie hands of a Bishop. 

Quest. 2. What is the dnty of a Traveling 
Deacon? 

Answ, 1. To administer Baptism, and to 
solemnize Matrimony. 

2. To assist the Elder in administering 
the Lord's Supper. 

8. To do fdl the duties of a Traveling 
Preacher. 

K. B. Whenever a Preacher on trial is 
selected by the Bishop for a mission, he 
may, if elected by an Annual Conference, 
ordain him a Deacon before his probation 
aids. 

No Deacon who ceases to travel without 
the consent of the Annual Conference, cer- 
tified under the hand of the President of 
tlie Conference, except in case of sickness^ 
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flebflity, or other unavoidable circum- 
stanoes, shall on any aooonnt exercise the 
peculiar fanctiona ot his office, or even be 
allowed to preach among us: nevertheless, 
the final determination in all such cases is 
with the Annual Oonferenoe.

SECTIOK I. 

J%e SighU and PrivileffM of those 9ho 
may live without the Bounds of their ovm 
Covference$, 

EvEBY Superannuated Preacher, who may- 
reside without the hounds of the Confer- 
ence of which he is a memher, shall have a 
seat in the Quarterly Conference, and all 
the privileges of memhership in the' Church 
where he may reside ; and he shall annu- 
ally forward to his Conference a certificate 
of his Christian and ministerial conduct, to- 
gether with an account of the numher and 
circumstances of his family, signed hy the 
Presiding Elder of the district, or the 
Preacher in charge of the circuit or station 
within whose bounds he may reside ; with- 
out which the Conference shall not be re- 
quired to allow his claim.

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CHAPTER Tm 

LOOAL PBEAC^ESS. 

SECTION I. 
- - General IHr$etiom eondemmg Jkcat 



Quest What directions shall be given- 
concerning Locd Preachers? 

Ansto, The Quarterly Conference shall 
Eave authority to license proper persons to 
preach, Jand renew their license annnally, 
when, in the judgment of said Conference, 
{heir gifts, grace, and nsefiilness will war- 
rant such renewal ; to recommend suitable 
candidates to the Annual Conference for 
t)eacons' or Elders' orders in the local con- 
nection, for admission on trial in the travel- 
ing connection ; and to try, suspend, expel, 
or acquit any Local Preacher in the cir- 
cuit or station, against whom charges may 
be brought. Provided^ that no person shall 
be licensed to preach without the recom- 
mendation of the society of which he is a 
member, or of a Leaders' Meeting. Nor 
inall any one be licensed to preach, or rec- 
ommended to the Annual Conference to 
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travel, or for ordination, without first being 
examined in the Quarterly Conference on 
the subject of doctrines and discipline.^ 



SECTION n. 
Ordainedt Local Preacliers. 

1. A licensed Local Preacher shall be 
eligible to the office of a Deacon, after he 
has preached four years from the time he 
received a regular license, and has obtained* 
a testimonial from the Quarterly Confer- 
ence, and after proper examination, signed 
by the President, and countersigned by thei 
Secretary; and after his character haai 
passed in examination before, and he hae^ 
obtained the approbation of, the Annual 
Conference. 

2. A Local Deacon shall be eligible to 
the ofpce of an Elder, after he has preached 
four years from the time he was ordained 
a Deacon, and has obtained a recommenda- 
tion from the Quarterly Conference of 
which he is a member, certifyiug his quali- 
fications in doctrine, discipline, talents, and 
usefulness, signed by the President, and 
countersigned by the Secretary. He shall, 
if he cannot attend, send to the Annual

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Oonference emk reoommendation, and a 
note certifying his belief in the doctrine 
aad discipline of our Ohnrch* The whole 
being examined by the Annual Conference, 
and if approved he may be ordained. 

8. Every Local Elder, Deacon, or Preach- 
er shall be amenable to tiie Quarterly Con* 
f^ence where he reindes, for his Christian 
character and the faithful performance of 
Ms ministerial. offiee. He shall have his 
name recorded on the journal of said Con- 
fidence, and also enrolled on a class paper, 
and shall meet in dass ; and in neglect of 
^e above duties, the Quarterly Conference, 
)i they judge it proper, may deprive him 
of his ministerid office. And when a 
preacher is located, or disoontiimed by an 
Annual Conference, he shall be amenable 
to the Quarterly Conference of the circuit 
or station where he had his last appoint- 
ment, or at the place where he eball reside 
fit the time of his location. 

4. Whenever any Elder, I>eacon, or 
Preacher shall remove from one circuit or 
station to another, he shall procure from 
the Presiding Elder of the district, or from 
1^ preacher having charge, a certificate of 
hH official standing in t^e Church at the 
time of his removal without wMob he s^aH 
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Bol be reoeited aa a Loeal PreaohQr in 
otber plaoes. 

6. The PresidiBg Elmers and the Preacili-. 
erg in charge are required so to arrange 
the appointm^its, wherever it is praotioa- 
ble, as to give the Local Preachers refa* 
lar and STStematic employment on tke 
Sabbath. 

SEIDTION in. 
TJie Tirihl of Local Preaehen. 

Qu£8t, 1. What shall be dcme when a 
Local Eldw, Peaoon, or Preacher is re- 
ported to be g«ilty of some crime expres^r 
Ibrbidden in the word of God, sufficient to 
exclnd^ a person from the kingd^om of graoe 
and glory ? 

Anm. 1. The Preacher having charge 
flhall call a o<nnmittee, consisting of three 
or more Local Preachers, before whom it 
shall be the duty of the- accused to appear^ 
and by whom he shall he acquitted, or, if 
Ibund guilty, sue|>ended until the n»ik 
iQuarterly Gonferenoe. And the Preacher 
in charge shall cause ez^ot minutes of the 
t^iarges, testimony, and ezaminationy to- 
gether wiUi the decision of the eommittoc^ 
io be laid belore the Quarterly Oonferenoeb 
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-i^te it Shan be t^e duty of the aeoiiieei 
to appear. If the aecfised refhse or negieel 
%D appear before sadd eommittee, he maj 
fie Med in his absence. 
-- And the President shall, at the com^ 
ill^oementof i&e trial, appoint a SecretarT*) 
Who shall ti^e down regular minutes of the 
evidence of the trial; which minutes, wheA 
read and approved, shall be signed hj th^ 
l^esident, and also by 4he members of the 
Conference who are present, or a majority 
idit them. And in case of condemnation^ 
liie Local Preacher, Deacon, or Elder shsl 
(ye allowed to appeal to 1^ nei:t Amiual 
Obnference, provided ^at he sfgnhy to th6 
mH Quarterly Oooference his determin**- 
(Ml. to appeal; in which case the said 
^yesident shall lay the minutes of the trial 
Ikbdve mentioned before tiie said Anmuil 
Conference, at which the Local Preach«r^ 
Dettoon, or Elder, eo appealing, may ap- 
pear : ajld the said A^mual CoUfbrence l^ 
^otmnittee, as in the^case of accused Travel* 
tng Preachers, or in full session, shall 
ftcdge, and finally determine from the min- 
dtes of the said trial, so kdd before them« 
-^ 2. When a Local Elder, or Deacon, shafi 
fcl^ expelled, the Prewding Elder shall r^ 
fiigt oi him the credentiak ^ his oi^^Unl^ 
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Hon, to be filed with the papers of the A% 
naal Conference within the limits of whic]^ 
the expulsion has taken place. And should 
he, at any fature time, produce to the Aof 
nual Conference a certificate of his restora- 
tion, signed by the President, and counter- 
signed by the Secretary of the Quarterly 
Conference, his credentials may be restored 
to him. 

Quest, 2. What shall be done in cases of 
improper tempers, words, or actions ? 

Anew, The person so offending shall 1^ 
reprehended by the Preacher having charge^ 
Should a seeond transgression take plaoe^ 
goe, two, or three faithful Mends are to be 
taken as witnesses. If he be not then 
cored, he shall be tried at the next Quar- 
terly Conference, and if fouiid guilty and 
impenit^t, he @hall be expelled from the 
Clhurch. 

Quest, 8. What shall be done when a 
Local Elder, Deacon, or Preacher fails h) 
busmess, or contracts debta which he is not 
able to pay ? 

Answ. Let the Preacher in charge ap^ 
point three judicious manbers of the 
fClhurch to inspect the accounts, contracts^ 
and circumstances of the supposed delln* 
qiient; and i^ iii their opinion, he has bof 
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hftved dishonestly, or contracted debts 
without the probability of paying, let the 
ease be disposed of according to the answer 
to question one c^ this section. 

SECTION IV. 

Zocdl Preachers to Time an Allowance 4n 
certain Cases, 

1, Whenerer a LocaJ Preacher fills the 
place of a Traveling Preacher by the ap- 
probation of the Presiding Elder, he shc^ 
be paid for his time a sum proportional to 
the allowance of a Traveling Preacher; 
whidi sum shall be paid by the circuit dt 
the next quarterly meeting, if the Traveling 
Preacher whose place he filled up were 
either sick or necessarily absent ; or, in 
other cases, out of the allowance of the 
Traveling Preacher. 

2. H a Local Preacher be distressed in 
his temporal circumstances on account of 
his service in the circuit, he may apply to 
the Quarterly Conference, who may give 
him what relief they judge proper, after 
/the allowance of the Traveling Preachers 
-end of their wives, and all other regular 
diQowancds, are discharged. 
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SECTION V» 

The Mghta md Privihge% of ovTt Colored 
Members, 

1. Our Colored Preachers and official 
members shall have all the privileges which 
are usual to others in Qua^rl^ GonfeiS 
ences, where the usages of the country do 
oot forbid it And the Presiding Elder 
may hold for them e separdjte Quarteily 
Conf^enee^ when in his judgment it riiafl 
^ expedient. 

3. The Bishop or Presidmg Elder mi^ 
employ Colored Preaofa^^ to travd and 
{NHsaoh, when their services are judged 
neoessfuy. Provided^ that no one shall be 
«o employed without having b^h reo<»Bp- 
mended by a Quarterly Ccoiferencei 

8. The Bishops may call a ConfevQn<o6 
4moe m each year of our Colored Ldcal 
Preadxers^ wi^in the bounds of any etto 
or more of our districts, fot th^ purpose of 
<wfnferrmg with them with re^>eet to 12i6 
wants of the work among our colored peo- 
ple, and the best means to be employed ih 
promoting its pr<)sperity ; at which OoBh 
ference, the Pr^iding Elder within whoiB 
district, and under whose care, the colored 
Qhorches and congregations ave, shall be 
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present JProvided^ that the holding of 
0aid Oonf^enoe or Conferences shall be 
recommended by an Annaal Conference, 
and the Bishops, npon due inquiry, shall 
deem it pffaot]i9a1ide,'iuid espedient. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

OP STBWABDB. 

The Qualifications, Appointment, and 
Duty of the Stewa/ras of Circuits and 
Stations, 

Quest. 1. What are the qnalificatioM 
necessary for Stewards? 

Answ, Let them be men of solid piety, 
vrho botliL know and love Ihe Methodist 
doctrine and discipline, and of good natnral 
and acquired abilities to transact the tem- 
poral business. 

Quest, 2. How are the Stewards to be 
appointed? 

Answ. The preacher havrng the charge 
of the circuit shall hare the right of nomi- 
nation ; but ihe Quarterly Conference shall 
confirm or r^ect such nomination. The 
Stewards so appointed shall hold office for 
one year, but may be reappointed in like 
manner from year to year. 

Quest. 8. "What are the duties of Stew- 
ards? 

Answ. To take an exact account of all 
the money or other provisions collected f6r 
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tfie support 6f Preaoihers in tlie oircaift or 
rtation, and apply the same as the Disci-' 
pline directs ; to make an accurate refcnni 
of every expenditure of money, whether 
to the prefM>her6i. the, sick, or the poor ; to 
seek the needy and distressed in order to 
velieve^ and comfort them ; to inform the 
Freadiers of any siok or disorderly persons ; 
to tell the preachers what they think 
wrong in them; to attend the quarterly 
meetings of their circuit, and leaders' meet- 
ings ; to give advice, if asked, in planning 
the circuit ; to attend committees for the 
application of money to Churches ; to give 
counsel in matters of arbitration ; provide 
elements for the Lord's Supper; to write 
circular letters to the societies in the cir- 
cuit to be more liberal if need be ; as also 
to let them know, when occasion requires, 
the state of the temporal concerns at 
the last quarterly meeting; to re^ster 
the marriages and baptisms; and to be 
subject to the Bishops, the Presiding El- 
der of their district, and the Elder, Dea- 
con, and Traveling Preachers of their 
circuit. 

Quest 4. To whom are the Stewards ao- 
eountable for the faithful performance of

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CHAPTER X. 

' THB MEICBSB&HIF OF THB OHUSOH. 

SECTION I. 
Beceiving Memb^s into ths Church. 

Quest, 1. How shall we prevent improp^ 
er persons from. insinuating themselves into 
the Chnrch? 

Answ, 1. Let none "be received into the 
Church until they are recomrfi&nded ly a 
leader with whom they have met at least iki 
months on trial, aaid hatoe "been baptkidd; 
and shall on examination T>y the minister 
in chargei, before the^ Church, gide satisfae- 
tory assurances both of the correctness of 
their faith, and their willingness to observe 
and keep tJie rules of the Church, NeveF- 
thelesa, if a m^nber in good standing in^ 
any other orthodox Church shall desire to 
unite with us, such applicant may, by giv* 
i&g satisfactory answers to the usual inqui^ 
idea, be received at once into full fello wship* 

2. Let none be admitted on trial, ezc^ 
ikey are well recommended by one you 
know, or until they have met twice <» 
tkdce in class. o, zed by Google 
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8. Head the rules to them the first time 
they meet. 

Quest 2. How shall we he more exact 
in receiving and excluding members? 

Anmc, The official minister or preach^ 
ahall, at every quarterly meeting, read the 
names of those that are received into the 
Church, and also those that are excluded 
therefrom. 

SECTION n. 

How an accused Member is to "be "brought to 
trial, 

I. Fob Immoeal Conduct. 

Quest, 1. How shall an accused memb^ 
be brought to trial ? 

Answ, Before the society of which he 
is a member, or a select number, who shall 
not be members of the Quarterly Confer- 
ence, (and if the preacher judge necessary, 
the Committee may be selected from any 
charge within the district,) in the presence 
of tlie Preacher in charge, who shall pre- 
side in the trial, and cause exact minutes 
of the evidence and proceedings in the 
QRse to be taken. In case of trial before a 
select number, the parties may challenge 
tat cause. If the accused person be found 
guilty by the decision of a minority of the* 
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pjembers before whom he is brought to 

trial, and the crime be such as is expressly 
forbidden by the word of God, sufficient to 
exclude a person from the kingdom of gi*ace 
and glory, let the Minister or Preacher who 
has the charge of the circuit expel him. 
If the accused person evade a trial, by ab- 
senting himself, after sufficient notice given 
him, and the circumstances of the accusa- 
tion afford strong presumption of guilt, let 
him be esteemed as guilty, and be accord- 
ingly excluded. Witnesses from without 
shall not be rejected. 

n. For Neglect op Duty, or Imprudent 
Conduct. 

But in cases of neglect of duties of any 
kind, imprudent conduct, indulging sinful 
tempers or words, the buying, selling, or 
using intoxicating liquors as a beverage, or 
disobedience to the order and discipline of 
the Church ; First, let private reproof be 
given by a Preacher or leader; and if there 
be an acknowledgment of the fault, and 
proper humiliation, the person may be 
borne with. On a second offense, the 
Preacher or leader may take one or two 
faithful friends. On a third offense, let the 
oase be brought before the society, or a se- 
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leot nnmber ; and if there be no sign of 
real humiliation, the offender must be cut 
off. 

m. For Dissension. 

1. If a member of our Church shall be 
clearly convicted of endeavoring to sow 
dissensions in any of our societies, by in- 
veighing against either our doctrines oi 
discipline, such person so offending shall 
be first reproved by the senior Minist^ or 
Preacher of his circuit, and if he persist in 
such pernicious practices, he shall be ex- 
pelled from the Church. 

2. Nevertheless^ if in any of the above- 
mentioned cases the Minister or Preacher 
differ in judgment from the majority of the 
society, or the select number, concerning 
the innocence or guilt of the accused per- 
son, the trial, in such case, may be referred 
by the Minister or Preacher to the ensuing 
Quarterly Conference, which shall have 
authority to order a new trial. 

3. If there be a murmur or complaint 
from any excluded person, in any of the 
above-mentioned instances, that justice has 
not been done, he shall be allowed an ap- 
peal to the next Quarterly Conference: 
except such as absent themselves from 
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trial, after sufBoient notice is given them ; 
and the Preacher in charge shall present 
exact minutes of the evidence and pro- 
ceedings of the trial to the Quarterly Con- 
ference, from which minutes the case shall 
finally be determined. 

4. After such forms of trial and ezpul- 
^n, such person shall have no privileges 
of society or of sacraments in our Church, 
without contrition, confession, and satis- 
fiu^ry reformation. 

it. exjles for the settlement of disputed 
Debts, and Arbitration thereon. 

Quest 2. How shall disputes between 
members of our Church concerning the 
payment of debts or otherwise be set- 
tled? 

Answ. 1. On any dispute between two 
or more of the members of our Church, 
oonceming the payment of debts, or other- 
wise, which cannot be settled by the parties 
oonoemed, the Preacher who has the charge 
of the circuit shall inquire into the circum- 
stances of the case ; and shall recommend 
to the contending parties a reference, con- 
sisting of one arbiter chosen by the plain- 
tiff and another chosen by the defendant ; 
wMoh two arbiters so chosen shall uomin- 
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ate the third; the three arbiters being 
members of our Ohuroh. 

Antiw, 2. But if one of these parties be 
dissatisfied with the judgment given, such 
party may apply to the ensuing Quarter^ 
Conference of the circuit for allowance to 
have a second arbitraticm appointed; and 
if the Quarterly Conference see sufficient 
reason, they shall grant a second arbitra- 
tion, in which case each party shall choose 
two arbiters, and the four arbiters shtfl 
choose a fifth, the judgment of the major- 
ity of whom shall be final ; and any per- 
son refusing to abide by such judgment 
shall be excluded the Church. 

Ansio, 8. And if any member of oar 
Church shall refuse, in cases of debt or 
other disputes, to refer the matter to arbi- 
tration, when recommended by him who 
has the charge of the circuit, or shall enter 
into a lawsuit with another member before 
Hiese measures are tak^ he shall be ex- 
pelled, unless the case be of such a nature 
as to require and justify a process at law. 

V- Rules to be observed towaed a Mei»- 

BER WHO REFUSES TO PAT HIS DEBTS. 

1. Whenever a complaint is made against 
unj member of our Church for non^pay- 
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mBBt of debt, when the acconnts are ad* 
jasted, and the amonnt ageertained, the- 
Preacher having the charge shall call the 
debtor before a committee of at least three, 
to show cause why he does not make pay- 
ment. The committee shall determine 
what farther time shall be gnmted him for 
payment; and what secmrity, if any, shall 
be given for payment; and in case the 
debtor refoBes to comply, he shall be ex- 
pelled; but in snoh case he may appeal to 
ib» Quarterly Conference, and their de- 
cision shall be final. And in case the cred- 
itor complains that justice is not done him, 
he may lay his grievance before the Quar- 
terly Conference, and their decision shall be 
final ; and if the creditor refuse to comply, 
be shall be expelled.

PABT OF ANY OF OUR MEMBERS. 

Quest, 8. What shall be done in case of 
insolvency on the part of any of our mem- 
bers? 

Answ, 1. The Preachers who have the 
oversight of circuits are required to exe- 
cute all our rules fully and strenuously 
against all frauds, and particularly against 
diahonest insolvencies; suffering none to 
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remain in oar Ohnrch on any account who 
are found guilty of any fraud. 

2. To prevent scandal, when any of our 
members fail in business, or contract debts 
which they are not able to pay, let two or 
three judicious members of the Church 
inspect the accounts, contracts, and cir- 
cumstances of the case of the supposed 
delinquent; and if they judge that he has 
behaved dishonestly, or borrowed money 
without a probability of paying, let b|n^ 
be brought to trial, and if found guilty, 
expelled. 
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tfet ^itol fax ia^tism. 

1. Let every adult person, and the parents of 
every child to be baptized, have the choice either 
of immersion, sprinKllng, or pouring. 

2. We will on no account whatever make a 
charge for administering baptism, or for burying 
the dead.

been with yon at all seasons, serving the

And if it shall happen, the same Church, 
or any member thereof^ do take any hurt 
or hinderance by reason of your negligence, 
ye know the greatness of the fault, and also 
the horrible punishment that will ensuei 
Wherefore consider with yourselves the 
end of the ministry toward the children of 
God, toward the spouse and body of Christ; 
and see that you never cease your labor, 
your care and diligence, until you have 
done all that lieth in you, according to 
your bounden duty, to bring all such as are 
or shall be committed to your charge, unto 
that agreement in the faith and knowledge 
of God, and to that ripeness and perfectness 
of age in Christ, that there be no place left 
among you, either for error in religion, or 
for viciousness in life. 

Forasmuch, then, as your office is both 
of so great excellency, and of so great diffi- 
culty, ye see with how great care and 
study ye ought to apply yourselves, as well 
that ye may show yourselves dutiful and 
thankful unto that Lord who hath placed 
you in so high a dignity ; as also to beware 
that neither you yourselves offen<l, nor ba 
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occasion that others offend. Howbeit ye 
cannot have a mind and will thereto of 
yourselves, for that will and ability is giv- 
en of God alone: therefore ye ought, and 
have need to pray earnestly for his Holy 
Spirit. And seeing that ye cannot by any 
other means compass the doing of so 
weighty a work, pertaining to the salvation 
of man, but with doctrine and exhortation 
taken out of the Holy Scriptures, and with 
a life agreeable to the same ; consider how 
studious ye ought to be in reading and 
learning the Scriptures, and in framing the 
manners both of yourselves and of them 
that specially pertain unto you, according 
to the rule of the same Scriptures; and for 
this self-same cause, how ye ought to for- 
sake and set aside (as much as yon may) 
all worldly cares and studies. 

We have good hope that you have all 
weighed and pondered these things with 
yourselves long before this time : and that 
you have clearly determined, by God's 
grace, to give yourselves wholly to this 
office, ^hereunto it hath pleased God to 
call you : so that, as much as lieth in you, 
you will apply yourselves wholly to this 
one thing, and draw all your cares and stud- 
ies this way; and that you will continually 
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pray to (Jod the Father, by the mediation 
of our only Saviour Jesus Christ, for the 
heavenly assistance of the Holy Ghost; 
that by daily reading and weighing of the 
Scriptures, ye may wax riper and stronger 
in your ministry ; and that ye may so en- 
deavor yourselves from time to time to 
sanctify the lives of you and yours, and to 
fiisliion them after the rule and doctrine of 
Christ, that ye may be wholesome and god- 
ly examples and patterns for the people to 
follow. 

And now that this present congregation 
of Christ here assembled, may also under- 
stand your minds and wills in these things, 
and that this your promise may the more 
move you to do your duties, ye shall an- 
swer plainly to these things which we, in 
the name of God and his Church, shall de- 
mand of you touching the same.

SECTION L 

Sunda/ysehooh and the Religious Imtruo- 
tion of Children. 

Quest 1. What shall we do for the moral 
and religious instruction of the children? 

Answ. 1. It shall be the special duty of 
Preachers haviug charge of circuits or sta- 
tions, with the aid of the other Preachers, to 
form Sunday-schools in all our congrega- 
tions where ten children can he collected 
for that purpose, and to engage the oo- 
operation of as many of our members as 
they can, to visit the schools as often as 
practicable, to preach on the subject of 
Sunday-schools and religious instruction 
in each congregation at least once in six 
months, and to form Bible classes whereyer 
they can for the instraction of larger chil- 
dseii| youth, and adults; and where tbey 
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cannot superintend them personally, to 98S 
that suitable teachers are provided for that 
purpose. 

2. It shall also be the duty of Preachers 
to enforce faithfully upon parents and Suik- 
day-school teachers the great importanoe 
of instructing children in the doctrines and 
duties of our holy religion, to see that our 
Catechisms be used as extensively as possi- 
ble both in our Sunday-schools and families, 
to preach to the children, and publicly 
catechise them in the Sunday-schools and at 
q)ecial meetings appointed for that purpose. 

8. It shall be the duty of every preacher 
in his pastoral visits to pay special atten- 
tion to the children, speaking to them per- 
sonally and kindly on the subject of experi- 
mental and practical godliness, according 
to their capacity; pray earnestly for them, 
and diligently instruct and exhort all pa- 
rents to dedicate their children to the Lord 
in baptism as early as convenient 

4. Each Preacher in charge, shall lay 
before the Quarterly Conference,* to bo 
entered on its Journal, the number and 
state of the Sunday-schools and Bible 
classes in his charge, and the extent to 
which he has preached to the children and 
♦See part ii, chapter ii, section 12.«"*Ed. 
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catechised them, and make the required 
report on Stmday-schools to his Aimnal 
Conference. 

5. It is recommended that each Annual 
Oonference, where the general state of the 
work will allow, request the appointment 
of a special agent, to travel throughout its 
bounds, for the purpose of promoting tha 
interests of Sunday-schools; and his ex- 
penses shall be paid out of collections which 
he stiall be directed to make, or otherwise, 
as shall be ordered by the conference. 

SECTION n. 
The Sv^pport of Missions. 

1. The impport of missions is committed 
to the Churches, congregations, and so- 
oidties as such. 

2. It shall be the duty of each Annual 
Conference, where missions have been or 
are to be established, to appoint a standing 
OMnmittee, (which shall keep a record of 
its doings, and report the same to its con- 
ference,) whose duty it shall be, in co^junc^ 
tion with the Preddent of the Conference, to 
make an estimate of the amount necessary 
for the support of each mission and mission 
sohooL in ad^tion to tb/^ regular allowance 
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of the Discipline to Preachers and their 
fiunilies from year to year: for whidi 
amonnt the President of the Conference for 
the time heing shall draw on the treasurer 
of the society in quarterly installments. 

8. It shall he the duty of each Annnal 
Conference to form within its honnds a 
Conference Missionary Society, which shall 
appoint its own officers, fix the terms of 
memhership, and otherwise regulate its 
own administration. But it shall pay all 
its fonds into the treasury of the Parenl 
Society. 

4. It shall he t^e duty of each Presiding 
Elder to hring the suhject of our misdons 
before the Quarterly Conference of each 
circuit and station within its district at the 
last Quarterly Conference in each year; 
aaid said conference shall proceed to ap- 
point a committee, of not less than three or 
more than m'n^ (of which the Preacher in 
diarge shall be chairman,) to be called the 
Committee on Missions, whose duty it shall 
be to aid the Preacher in charge in carry- 
ing into effect the disciplinary measures for 
the support of our missions. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Preacher in 
charge, aided by the Committee on HIb- 
sioQS, to provide for the diffiiMpn of jai»- 
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donarj ijitelligenoe in the Ohnroh and con- 
gregation. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Preacher 
in charge, aided by the Committee on Mi»- 
rions, to institute a monthly missionary 
prayer-meeting, or lecture, in each society, 
or Church and congregation, wherever 
practicable, for the purpose of imploring 
the Divine blessing on missions; for the 
diffusion of missionary intelligence, and to 
aflEbrd an opportunity for voluntary offer- 
ings to the missionary cause. 

7. It shall be the duty of the preacher in 
oiiarge, aided by the Committee on Mi»- 
flions, to appoint missionary collectors, aqd 
fhmish them with suitable books and in- 
structions, that they may call on each 
member of the society, or Church and con- 
gregation, and on other persons, at their dis- 
cretion, for his or her annual, semi-annual, 
quarterly, monthly, or weekly contribu- 
tions for the support of missions. Said 
collectors shall make monthly returns (un- 
less otherwise instructed by the committee) 
to the Preacher in charge, or to the Mis- 
aonary Treasurer of the Church, if there 
be such treasurer appointed by the Com- 
mittee on Missions. Such returns shall be 
feurjy entered in a book, which the com- 
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mittee shall provide, together with collec- 
tions and contributions received from other 
aonrces. Such entries shall set forth the 
name of each collector, the real or assumed 
names of the contributors to each collector, 
with the amount contributed by each. 

8. Each Preacher in charge shall report 
at Conference, to the Executive Committee, 
w Board of Managers of the Conference 
Missionary Society, a plain transcript of 
the record of the returns provided for in 
section seven, comprehending the name of 
aach collector in his charge, and the name, 
real or assumed, of each contributor to 
each collector of Ji/ty cents or upward 
during the year; and the aggregate sum of 
fdl contributions under fifty cents each, 
that they may be by said Executive Com- 
mittee, or Board of Managers, properly 
arranged by districts, and by charges, for 
publication in the Annual Report of the 
Conference Missionary Society; together 
with the contributions and collections re- 
ceived from other sources, unless the Con- 
ference shall by vote declare such transcript 
returns, and such publication, not to be 
advisable. 

9. It shall be the duty of the Preacher 
in charge, with the aid of the (C^gunittee

on Missions, to present once in the year 
to the Societies, or the Churches and con- 
gregations, the cause of missions, and to 
&sk public collections and contributions for 
the support of the same. The manner of 
asking and taking such collections and con- 
tributions shall be at the discretion of the 
pastor and the Committee on Missions, 
with this injunction, that the pastor shaU 
preach, or cause to be preached on the 
occasion, one or more sermons ; and with 
the recommendation that one whole Sab- 
bath day be given to the cause, on this 
annual presentation of missions, in our 
principal Churches and congregations. 

10. It is earnestly recommended that 
each Sunday-school in our Churches and 
congregations be organized into a Mission- 
ary Society, under such rules and regula- 
tions as the pastor, the superintendent, and 
teachers may prescribe. 

11. Each Annual Conference shall desig- 
nate the month or months in which the 
pmblic collections and contributions for 
missions shall be taken within its bounds. 

12. The President of the Conference, at 
each session, shall appoint one of its mem- 
bers, with an alternate, to preach a mission* 
ary sermon during its next succeeding seih 
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son, at snch lime and place as the officers 
of the Conference Missionary Society sh^ 
designate, and said officers shall cause 
timely notice of such sermon to he pub- 
lished abroad. 

18. It shall be the duty of each Presiding 
Elder to see that the foregoing provisions 
are faithfully executed in his district; and 
in order thereto, he shall inquire at each 
session of the Quarterly Conference what 
has be^i done by the Mission Committee 
toward raising funds for the support <^ 
missions during the preceding quarter, and 
particularly whether the Sunday-schools 
have been organized into Missionary So- 
cieties. 

14. When the character of the Presiding 
Elder is under examination, the Bishop 
shall ask him whether the provisions of the 
Discipline for the support of missions have 
been carried out on his district : and when 
the character of a preacher in charge is 
examined, inquire of him what amount has 
been ridsed on his charge for missions. 

15. The Corresponding Secretary of the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church shall be a member of such 
Annual Conference as he may, with the 
approbation of the Bishops^ seleqt. 
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16. Any Annual Conference maj, at its 
option, by a vote of two thirds of its mem- 
bers, assume the responsibility of support- 
ing such missions, akeady established within 
its own limits, as hare hitherto been re- 
ported under the head of *^ Missions in the 
Destitute Portions of the R^;ular Work;'' 
sad for this purpose it shall be at liberty 
to organize a Conference Domestic Society, 
vith branches ; promded such organization 
shall not interfere with the collections fcft 
the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Ohurch, as required by the Di»- 
c^line. Frovidedy also, that in case more 
funds shall be raised lor such missions than 
are needed, the surplus shall be paid over 
to the Treasurer of the Parent Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Ohurch, at Kew 
York, to be appropriated to such mission 
or missions, tmder the care of the Society, 
as may be designated by sidd Conference.

Fh>viBion is made for the publication at the 
Book Gonoem of dieap booKB and tracts, in 
our own and foreign languages. For tbe duties 
of the Editor of Tracts and Corresponding Seem-

Our Tract Society is designed to aid in the dif- 
fusion of religious knowledge by the circulatiiMI 
of our evangelical publications. 

1. It is recommended to onr people 
everywhere to form Tract Societies, auxil- 
iary to the Tract Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

2. It is reccwnmended to preachers in 
diarge to make ammally, in their several 
congregations, collections in behalf of th6 
Tract Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, 

SEC5TI0N IV. 

The Chartered Fund. 

Quest, 1. What further provision shall 
be made for the distressed Traveling Preach- 
ers, for the families of Traveling I^eacheiB^ 
and for the Superannuated and Worn-out 
Preachers, and the widows and orphans of 
Preachers? 

Atisw, There shall be a Chartered Fund, 
to be supported by the voluntary contrihiH 
tlons of our friends: the principal stock of 
which shall be funded under the direction 
of trustees chosen by the General Confer- 
ence, and the interest applied under the di- 
rection of the General Conference, accord* 
ing to the following regulations, namely: 
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1. The Elders, and those who have th« 
oversight of circuits, shall he collectors 
and receivers of suhscriptions, etc., for this 
fond. 

2. The money shall, if possible, he con- 
veyed by hills of exchange, or otherwise, 
through the means of the post, to the gen- 
eral Book Agents, who shall pay it to thA 
trustees of the fund : otherwise it shall ha 
brought to the ensuing Annual Oonferenoe. 

8. The interest shall be divided into 
forty-nine parts, and each of the Annual 
Oonfere*ice8 shall have authority to draw 
cme foriy-ninth part out of the fund ; and if 
in one or more Conferences a part less than 
one forty-ninth be drawn out of the fund in 
any given year, then in such case or casea, 
the other Annual Conferences, held in tho 
same year, shall have authority, if they 
judge it necessary, to draw out of the fund 
such surplus of the interest which has not 
been applied by the former Conferences; 
and the Bishops shall bring the necessary 
information of the state of the interest of 
the fhnd, respecting the year in question, 
from Conference to Conference. 

4. All drafts on the Chartered Fund shali 
be made on the President of the said fund, 
by order of the Annual Conference, signed 
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bj the President, and conntersigned hj the 
Secretary of the said Conference. 

6. The money subscribed for the Char- 
tered Fund may be lodged, on proper securi- 
ties, in the States respectively in which it 
has been subscribed, under the direction of 
deputies living in such States respectively; 
provided such securities and such deputies 
be proposed as ^all be approved of by the 
trustees in Philadelphia ; and the stock in 
which it is proposed to lodge the money 
be sufficiently productive to give satisfiEU)- 
Gon to the trustees. 

Quest. 2. How shall vacancies in the 
Bbard of Trustees of the Chartered Fund 
be filled? 

Anew, The Board of Trustees shall have 
power to M any vacancy or vacancies that 
may occur in their body by death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, subject, however, to the 
i^proval of the first General Conference 
that may be held after such vacancy or 
yacancies shall have occurred. 
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SECTION V. 

JUnHng and Cireulating of Book»y TroGtB^ 
and Periodicals, 

1. The principal establishments of the 
Btx>k Ooncem shall be in the cities of New 
York and Cincinnati; the Agents of onr 
principal establishments at New York and 
Qincinnati, and the Editors of onr books 
«nd periodicals shall be elected by the Gen- 
eral Oonference; and there shall be snoh 
other establishments as the Gkneral Ooiv- 
ftrence maj deem expedient 

3. There shall be an Agent and an A»- 
fltstant Agent, both of whom shall be chosen 
from among the Traveling Preachers, and 
flhaU be members of snch Oonferences as 
they may, with the approbation of the 
Bishops, select 

8. The Agents shall have anthority tb 
regnlate the publications and all othev 
parts of the bnsiness of the Ooncem, ex- 
cept what belongs to the editorial depart- 
ments, as the state of the finances wlB 
admit, and the demands may reqnire. U 
tfhall be their duty to send an exhibit of 
Uie state of the Book Ooncem at New 
Yock to each session of the Annual Con- 
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ferencea, and report qnadrenniallj to tLe 
General Conference. 

4. They shall publish snch books and 
tracts as are recommended ly the General 
Conference, and may, if approved by il» 
Editors, publish such as are recommended 
by the Book Committee at New York, or 
recommended by an Annual Conference; 
and they may reprint any book or traot 
which has been once approved and pub- 
lished by us, when in their judgment, and 
in the judgment of the Editors, the sam^ 
ought to be reprinted ; or they may pub* 
lish any new work which may be approved 
by the Editors. , 

6. There shall be an Editor of the Meth- 
odist Quarterly Beview and general booki^ 
and an Editor for the Christian Advocate 
and Journal, who, if chosen from among 
the Traveling Preachers, shall be members 
of such Conferences as they may, with the 
approbation of the Bishops, select. There 
shall be an Editor at New York of Sun* 
day-school and Tract Publications, whose 
duty it shall be, in consultation with the 
Book Agents, to superintend all such pub- 
lications issued at our Book Boom, and to 
have charge of the Sunday-School Advo- 
cate or other Sunday-school and Tract 
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periodicals ; and he shall he snhject to the 
same regulations and restrictions which 
govern the other editors in New York. 
The Editor of Sunday-school publications 
shall also be the Corresponding Secretary 
<rf our Sunday-School Union, and of the 
Tract Society. 

6. The Book Committee at New York 
diall consist of seven Traveling Ministers,* 
to be chosen by the General Conference. 
During the intervals of the General Confer- 
eace, they shall have power to fill any va- 
cancy that may occur in their own body. 
It shall be the duty of the Book Committee 
to examine into the condition of the Book 
Concern, to inspect the accounts of the 
Agents, and make a report thereof yearly to 
all the Annual Conferences, and to General 
Conference. They shall also attend to such 
matters as may be referred to them by the 
Editors or Agent for their action or counseL 
And they shall have power to suspend an 
Editor or Agent from his official relation as 
such, if they judge it necessary for the 
interests of the Church and the Concern. 
And a time shall be fixed, at as early a day 
as practicable, for the investigation of the 
official conduct of the said Editor or 
P Sm Appendix 0.— Ed.] 
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Agent, at which two or more of the Bish- 
ops shall be requested to attend ; and by 
the concurrence of the Bishops present^ 
and of a nugority of the Committee, he 
may be removed from office in the interval 
iff the General Oonference. And in case 
ft vacancy occurs in any of the agencies 
or editorial departments authorized by 
the General Oonference, it shall be the 
duty of the Book Committee, and two 
or more of the General Superintendents, 
06 soon as practicable, to provide for 
tmch vacancy until the next General Con- 
i^ence. 

7. There shall be an Agent and an As- 
ststant Agent to conduct the Western Book 
Concern in Cincinnati, to be chosen from 
among the Traveling Preachers, who shall 
manage the business in the western coun- 
try, so as to co-operate with the Agents 
at New York, and shall be members of 
snoh Conferences as they may, with the 
approbation of the Bishops, select. 

(1.) They shall have authority to publish 
any book or tract which has been pre- 
viously published by the Agents at Kew 
York, when, in their judgment, and in the 
judgment of the Book Committee, the 
ieouuid for such publication will justify, 
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and the interests of the Chnrch require iK 
Provided^ they shall not reprint our largo 
works, such as the Commentaries, quarto 
Bible, Wesley's and Fletcher's Works, or 
any other ii^rork, containing more than sev- 
en hundred pages. And the Agents at ISew 
York shall iiU the orders for the Agents 
ftt Cincinnati for the plates of such books 
or &acts ; and when the Agents at Few 
York are about to issue any new work of 
less than seven hundred pages, they shall, 
when practicable, give notice to the Agents 
at Cincinnati, and furnish, if ordered by 
them, duplicate plates, which, with the 
above, shall be at cost. 

(2.) They shall publish such books and 
tracts as are recommended to them for 
publication by the General Conference; 
and they may publish any new work which 
shall be approved by the Editors; and 
may publish any work recommended by 
the Book Conmiittee at Cincinnati, or by 
m Annual Conference, if approved by the 
Editors. 

(8.) Printed sheets ordered by the Agents 
from New York shall be sent at fifty per 
oent., and bound books of the General 
Qatalogue at forty per cent., discount from 
the retail prices ; and those ordered from 
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Gncinnati to New York to be sent on tho 
same terms, the agency sending the hooka 
to be charged with the expense of trans- 
portation. 

(4.) It. shall be the duty of the Agents to 
send an exhibit of the state of the Book 
Concern at Cincinnati to each session of 
all the Annual Conferences, and report 
quadrennially to the General Conference. 

(5.) The Book Committee of this depart- 
ment of the Book Concern shall consist of 
eleven Traveling Ministers,* to be chosen 
by the General Conference, whose powera 
and duties in reference to this establish- 
ment, embracing the Northwestern Chris- 
tian Advocate, published at Chicago, Illi- 
nois, and the Central Christian Advocate, 
published at St. Louis, Missouri, shall bo 
the same as those of the Book Committee 
at New York in relation to the Concern 
there. 

(6.) The Agents of this establishment 
shall remit to the Agents at New York 
during the current year as largely and fre- 
quently as their funds will allow, and to 
tiie full amount of stock furnished, If prac- 
ticable. They shall also pay one third of 
the salaries and traveling expenses of the 
[• See Appendix D.— Ed.T_ , 
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Bishops, and also the same proportion of 
all other appropriations made by the sdd 
General Conference, unless otherwise or- 
dered by said Conference. 

(7.) There shall be an Editor of the 
Ladies' Repository, general books and 
tracts, except those in the German lan- 
guage, and an Editor of the Western, North- 
western, and Central Christian Advocates, 
who, if chosen from among the Traveling 
Preachers, shall be members of such Con- 
ferences as they may, with the approbation 
of the Bishops, select 

(8.) There shall be an Editor in the Ger- 
man department, who shall have charge of 
the Christian Apologist, and Sunday-School 
Bell, and perform all the editorial duties 
necessary in the printing of such books 
and tracts as may be recommended to the 
Agents as above, for publication in the 
German language. 

8. Every Annual Conference shall ap- 
point a comjnittee, who, in the absence of 
the Agent, shall attend to the collection of 
the accounts sent out from the Book Con- 
cern, and return an accurate report of 
the same. 

Every Presiding Elder, Minister, and 
Preacher, shall do everything ii^^ power 
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to recover all debts due to the Concern, fbr 
books or periodicals, within the bounds of 
his charge. If any person, Preacher or 
member, be indebted to the Book Ooncen^ 
tnd refuse or neglect to make payment^ or 
to come to a jnst settlement, let him \m 
dealt with in the same manner as is direcW 
ed in other cases of debt and disputed ao* 
oounts. 

9. Whenever a member of an Annual 
Conference applies for a location, it shall 
be asked in all cases. Is he indebted to tfa» 
Book Concern? and if it be ascertained 
that he is, the Conference shall require 
him to secure said debt, if they Judge it at 
all necessary or proper, before they grant 
him a location. Whenever any claimant 
on the funds of a Conference shall be in 
debt to the Book Concern, the Conference 
of which he is a member shall have power 
to appropriate the amount of such daim, 
or any part thereof^ to the payment of said 
debt 

10. There shall also be published the Pittd- 
burgh Christian Advocate at Pittsburgh, 
Pa. ; the Northern Christian Advocate in 
Western New York ; the Pacific Christian 
Advocate in Portland, Oregon; and the 
California Christian Advocate at San Fran« 
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<Iboo, California There shall also be Ibr 
each of these papers a separate Pablishing 
Committee, whose duties shall be similar 
with regard to them to those of the Book 
Agents and Book Oommittees at New York 
and Cincinnati in rdation to the pnblica- 
tzons nnder their care, so £Eir as they may 
be applicable to the establishments nndcr 
their siipervisicm. 

11. The Publi^ing Cominittee of the 
Pittsbnirgh Christian Advocate shall consist 
of three members from Pittsburgh Confer- 
once, two from the Erie Conference, and 
two from Western Virginia Conference, to 
be chosen bj the General Conference. 

12. The publishing Committee of the 
Northern Christian Advocate shall consist 
of one member from each of the following 
Oonferenoes, to be chosen annually by the 
Conferences respectively, namely : Grene^ 
see, East Genesee, Oneida, Black Biver, 
and Wyoming Conferences. 

13. The Publishing Committee of the 
Pacific Christian Advocate shall consist <^ 
five members of the Oregon Conference, 
to be chosen annually by said Conference. 

The Publishing Conunittee of the CaH- 
fbmia Christian Advocate shall consist of 
tve members of the California Confer^oe, 
15 
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J* 

to be chosen anmially by said Oonfta> 
once. 

14. The Publishing Oomtnittee in each 
of these establishments shall keep an ao- 
connt of the receipts and expenditores for 
the paper, correspimd with the Agents al 
New York, hold all moneys, after defray 
ing current expenses, subject to their order, 
and shall report annually on the state of 
the establishment to their Conference, and 
to the Agents at New York. And when- 
ever it shall be found that such papers do 
not fully support themselves, wilii such aid 
as may have been allowed them, it shaB 
be the duty of the Publishing Committees 
to discontinue them. 

15. The Annual Oonfurences are affeo*> 
tionately and earnestly requested not to 
establish any more Conference papers ; and 
where such papers exist, they may be dis- 
continued when it can be done consistent 
ly with existing obligations. 

16. There shi^ be a depository of our 
books at Pittsburgh, Pa. ; at Boston, Mass. ; 
and at Buffalo, N. Y., famished by tha 
Agents at New York with full supplies of 
the books of our General Catalogue, Su2k- 
day-school books, and Tracts, to be sdd 
for the Concern on the same^rms aa at 
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New York. Provided^ that there shall not 
be more than fifteen thousand dollars' 
worth at Pittsburgh, nor more than ten 
thousand dollars' worth at Boston. There 
Bhall also be a depository at Chicago, HI., 
and one at St. Louis, Mo., to be supplied 
by the Agents at Cincinnati. 

17. The expenses incident to the trans- 
F<>rtafcion, management, and sale of our 
books at these depositories having been 
met out of the sales, according to an ar- 
rangement with the Agents, the net pro- 
ceeds shall be forwarded to said Agents as 
fast as possible. 

' 18. Full statements shall be made to the 
Agents semi-annually, at dates fixed by 
them, of the amount of sales and of ex- 
penses; distinguishing cash sales from 
those on credit. And, also, annual state- 
ments shall be made, of the amount of 
stock. 

19. If it shall appear to the Agents that 
the business at either of the depositories is 
not wen managed, or that remittances arc 
not duly made, they shall immediately 
correct the error complained of; or, with 
the concurrence of the Book Committee, 
cause the affairs of the Depository to be 
woundup. DigizodbvGoogle 
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20. The salaries of the Editors and 
Agents at New York shall be fixed b/ th« 
Book Committee at New York. The sal- 
aries of the Agents and Editors at Oinoia^ 
nati, and the Editors at Chicago and St. 
Louis, shall be fixed by the Book Com- 
mittee of the Western Book Concern. And 
the salaries of the Editors of the papers at 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Western New York, Port- 
land, (Oregon,) and San Francisco, CaL, 
shall be fixed by the Publishing Committee* 
having charge of those papers respectively. 

21. No books shall hereafter be sold on 
commission, either from New York, Cin* 
cinnati, or any other depository or estab- 
lishment under our direction. 

22. The profits arising from the Book 
Concern, after a sufl&cient capital to carry 
on the business is retained, shall be regu- 
larly applied to the support of the deficient 
Traveling Preachers and their families, the 
widows and orphans of Preachers, etc. 
The Book Agents shall every year send 
forward to each Annual Conference an ao* 
count of the dividend which the several 
Annual Conferences may draw that year; 
and each Conference may draw for its pro- 
portionate part on any person who has 
book money in hands, and the drafts, with 
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Hnb receipt of the Conference thereon, shall 
be sent to the Book Agents, and be placed 
to the credit of the person who paid the 
same. 

83. Any Traveling Preacher who may 
publish any work or book of his own, shall 
be responsible to his Conference for any 
obnoxious matter or doctrine therein con- 
tooned. 

24. No Editor, Agent, or Clerk employ- 
ed in the Book Concern, or in any depart- 
ment belonging to it, shall be allowed in 
any case to publish or sell books as his 
own private property, or employ his time 
for other parties.

— TRUSTEES. 

SECTION L 

Methods for Baising Annual Supplies for 
tJie Propagation of the Gospel^ and 
mahing up the Allowance of the Preach- 
ers^ etc. 

1. The more effectually to raise the 
amount necessary to meet the allowances 
of the effective Ministers and Preach- 
ers, let there be made weekly class col- 
lections in all our societies where it is 
practicable; and in such circuits and sta- 
tions where the stewards approve, large 
classes may be divided into two or three 
financial classes, to consist of not more than 
twelve members and a collector appointed 
by the preacher, (by and with the advice 
and consent of the stewardsJt who 
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it shall be to collect weekly, monthly, ot 
quarterly, as the case may be determined, 
from each member of the class what they 
a^ee to pay, and the money when collect- 
ed shall be paid regnlarly to the class-lead- 
er, to be brought np by him to the leaders' 
meeting or Quarterly Conference, as the 
OBse may be. 

2. To provide to meet the claims that may 
be presented and determined at the Annual 
Conference, every Preacher shall make an 
omnal collection in every congregation of 
his charge, and the money so collected 
ahall be lodged in the hands of the steward 
cr stewards and brought or sent to the en- 
flBoing Annual Conference. 

8. Let the annual produce of the Charter 
Ftind, as divided among the several An- 
nual Conferences, be applied with the above 
Qontributions, but so as not to militate 
against the rules of the Charter Fund, and 
also the annual dividend arising from the 
^x)fits of the Book Concern. Out of the 
money so collected and brought to the 
respective Annual Conferences, let the va- 
rious allowances agreed upon in accordance 
with the provisions of part ii, chap. 1, g 4, 
item 9, be made up. 

4 Eflfective men who have not been able 
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to obtain their aUowanoe from the peopto 
vbere tliey have labored may present |i 
daim to the Oonidrence, to be paid out of 
&e money at the dispoBtl of the OonflMH 
ence, and snoh elaim znay be paid, or an^ 
part th^eo^ as the Conference may d»* 
termine. 

SECTION II. 

Budlding and Rmting Houie9 for the Um 
of the Traveling Preachers, 

Quest, What advice oi* direction shall ^ 
given concerning the building or renting of 
dwelling-houses for the use of the marrlod 
Traveling Preachers ? 

Anm, 1. It is recommended by th^ 
Ckneral Cbnference to the Travelipg 
Preacha^ to advise <mr friends in general 
to purchase a lot of ground in each circuity 
tod to build a Preacher^a house thereoot 
and to furnish it with, at least, heavy fu»^ 
niture, and to settle the same on trustees 
appointed by the Quarterly Conference, aof 
cording to the Deed of 8ettl^aent publiah* 
ed in our fonn of Discipline. 

2. The General C<mferenoe reoonunend 
to all the circuits, in oases where they am 
not able to comply with the above request 
to rent a house for the married Preecker 
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ttd his familj, (when sach are statiox]^ 
a|>on their circuits respectively,) and that 
the Annual Conferences do assist to malce 
f^ tiie rents of such houses as far as they 
can, when the circuit cannot do it 

The Stewards of each circuit and station 
shall he a standing committee (where no 
trustees are constituted for that purpose) 
to provide houses for the funiliee of our 
married Preachers, or to assist the Preach* 
ers to obtain houses for themselves when 
they are appointed to labor among them. 

8. It shall be the duty of the Presiding 
Elders and Preachers to use their influenoe 
to carry the above rules respecting building 
and renting houses for the accommodation 
of Preachers and thehr families into effeot 
ISL order to this, eadx Quarterly Conference 
flhall appoint a committee, (unless other 
measures have been adopted,) who, with 
the advice and aid of the Preachers and 
Presiding Elders, shall devise such meims 
aa may seem fit to raise moneys fbr thai 
purpose. And it is recommended to ^ 
Annual Conference to make a special in- 
quiry of their members respecting this part 
of their duty. 

4. Any preacher who shall refuse to oo* 
«apx the house whidbi may be pMvided ion 
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him by the Stewards, shall thereby forfeit 
his claim on the Stewards to the amoonl 
of said house rent. I^ev^theless^ this rule 
shall not apply to those preachers whose 
families. are either established within the 
bounds of their circuits, or are so situated 
that, in the judgment of the Stewards, or 
the above-mentioned committee, it is XLOfe 
necessary, for the benefit of the circuity to 
remove them. 



SECTION m. 

JSmlding Churches^ and the Order toledlh 
served therein. 

Quest, 1. Is anything advisable in regard 
to building churches? 

Answ, 1. Let all our churches be built 
plain and decent, and with free seats 
wherever practicable ; but not more expens- 
ive than is absolutdy unavoidable, other- 
wise the necessity of raising money will 
make rich men necessary to us. But if so, 
we must be dependent on them, yea, snd 
governed by them. And then farewell to 
Methodist discipline, if not doctrine top. 

2. In order more effectually to prevent 
aur people from contracting debts which 
th^y are not able to discharge^ it shall be 
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the duty of the Qnarterly Conference of 
every circnit and station where it is con- 
teiliplated to boild a house or houses of 
worship, to secure the ground or lot on 
which such house or houses are to be built, 
according to our deed ci settlement, which 
deed must be legaUy executed; and also 
said Quarterly OonfBrence shall appoint a 
judicious committee of at least three mem- 
bers of our Church, who shall form an es- 
timate of the amount necessary to build; 
and three fourths of the money, according 
to such estimate, shall be secured or sub- 
scribed before any such building shall be 
commenced. 

In all cases where debts for building 
houses of worship have been, or may be, 
incurred contrary to, cw in disregard o^ the 
above recommendation, our members and 
ftiends are requested to discountenance, by 
declining pecuniary aid to all agents who 
shall travel abroad beyond their own cir- 
cuits or districts for the collection of funds 
for the discharge of such debts: except in 
such peculiar cases as may be aj^roved by 
an Annual Conference, or such agents as 
may be appointed by their authority. 

8. In future we will admit no charter, 
deed, or conveyance for any house of wor- 
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fihip to be used hj ns, unless it be proyided 
In such charter, deed, or conveyance, that 
the trustees of said house shall at all timea 
permit such ministers and preachers be- 
longing to the Methodist Episcopal Chureh 
as shall from time to time be duly author^ 
ized by the Greneral Conference of the 
ministers of our Church, or by the Annual 
Conferences, to preach and expound God't 
holy word, and to execute the discipline of 
the Church, and to administer the sacra- 
ments therein, according to the true mean- 
ing andpurport of our deed of settlement. 



8K<mON IV. 

Thatees. Heir Duties and Jtesponsibil- 
iHe$. 

1. Let nine trustees be appointed for 
holding Church property, where proper 
persons can be procured ; otherwise seven 
or five. 

2. When a new board of trustees is to 
be created, it shall be done (except in those 
States and Territories where the statutes 
provide differently) by the appointment of 
the Preacher in charge, or tie Presiding 
Mder of the district 

8. When any one or mere of tl^ trustees 
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lh«ll die, w cease to be a member Or mem* 
bers of the said Ohorch aocording to the 
rules of the Diseiplme as aforesaid, then 
and in snch case it ^shall be the duty of the 
stationed Minister or Preacher (authorized 
88 aforesaid) who shall have the pastoral 
^uffgQ €i the members of the said Oharch| 
(except in those States and Territoriee 
where the statutes provide differently,) to 
eall a meeting of the remaining trustees as 
soon as conveniently may be : and when 80 
met, the said Minister or Preacher shall 
proceed to nominate one or more persons 
to fill the place or places of him or them 
whose office [or offices] has [or have] beoi 
Tacated as aforesaid. Provided, the person 
or persons so nominated shall have been 
one year a member or members of the said 
Ohurch immediatdy preceding such nonun* 
fttion, and be at least twenty-one years of 
age; and the said trustees, so assembled, 
shall proceed to elect, and by a majority of 
votes appoint, the person or persons so 
nominated to fill such vacancy or vacancies, 
in order to keep up the number of nine 
tamstees forever; and in case of an equal 
nomber of votes for and against the said 
nomination, the stationed Ministw ov 
Preaoher shall have the caedng^ vote. 
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Provided, neverthslesa, That if the said 
trnstees, or any of them, or their 8ucces»> 
ors, have advanced, or shall advance, any 
sum or sums of money, or are or shaQ 
be responsible for any sum or sums of 
money, on account of the said premises^ 
and they, the said trustees, or tikieir suj^i 
oessors, be obliged to pay the said sums of 
money, they, or a majority of them, shall 
be authorized to raise the said sum or sumft 
of money by a mortgage on the said prenk- 
ises, or by selling the said premises, after 
iK)tice given to the Pastor or Preacher who 
has the oversight of the congregation at* 
tending divine service on the said preo^ 
ises, if the money due be not paid to the 
said trustees, or their successors, within 
one year after such notice given ; and if 
such sale take place, the said trustees, or 
their successors, after paying the debt and 
other expenses which are due from the 
money arising from such sale, shall deposit 
the remainder of the money produced by 
the said sale in the hands of the Steward 
or Stewards of the society belonging to or 
attending divine service on said premises; 
which suri^us of the produce of such sale, 
•0 deposited in the hands of the said Stew* 
ard or Stewards, shall be at the disposid 
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of the Quarterly Conference; which saSd 
Quarterly OonfM'enoe shall dispose of the 
said money, according to the hest of their 
judgment, for the use of the said society. 

4. No person shall he eligihle as a trustee 
to any of our houses, churches, or schools, 
who is not a regular memher of our 
Church. 

6. No person who is a trustee shall be 
ejected while he is in joint security for 
money, unless such relief he given him as 
is demanded, or the creditor will accept. 

6. The Board of Trustees of every cir- 
cuit or sAtion shall be responsible to the 
Quarterly Conference of said circuit or 
station, and shall be required to present a 
report of its acts during the preceding 
'year. 

SECTION V. 
A Form of a Deed of Settlement* 

Quest. What shall be done for the secu- 
rity of our preaching-houses, and the 
premises belonging thereto ? 

Ansio» Let the following plan of a deed 
of settlement be brought into effect in all

BOUNDABIBS. 

SECTION I. 
The Boundaries of the Animal Conf&i'encee. 

1. Baltimobe Oonfebenob shall be com- 
posed of the Baltimore, Washington, Po- 
tomac, Winchester, Rockingham, Roanoke, 
and Lewisbnrgh Districts, as thej existed at 
the adjonmment of 1857, the line through 
the city of Baltimore being the following, 
namely; Leaving the line of the Patapsoo 
River and Jones's Falls at Monument-street, 
and along that street to Eataw-street, 
down Eutaw-street to Ross-street; thence 
along Ross-street to Dolphin-street ; thence 
along Dolphin-street to Grundy-street ; out 
Grundy-street to the City line, and along 
the line of the City Corporation to Jones's 
Falls ; Emory and Whatcoat Stations being 
exceptions, and belonging to East Balti- 
more Qonference. 

2. BuLOK RrvEB Confbrenob shall in- 
dude, together with Rose Circuit, that part 
of the State of New York, west of Troy 
Conference, not embraced in the East 
Genesee Conference, as far south as the 
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Erie Oanal, and all the Societies on the im< 
mediate banks of the Oanal, except Utica, 
Oanastota, Montezuma, and Port Byron. 

8. Oalifoenia Oonperbncb shall em- 
brace the State of California and the Sand- 
wich Islands, together with the Territory 
of Utah, and so much of New Mexico aa 
lies west of the Rocky Mountains, until 
these may be formed into a Mission Confer- 
ence. 

4. Cbntbal Illinois Confebbkob shall 
embrace all that part of the State of Illinois 
north of the Illinois Conference, and south 
of the following line, namely: Beginning 
on the Mississippi River at Meredocia, down 
said Meredocia to its mouth ; thence east- 
erly to Center School House, so as to em- 
brace Center Society in Central Illinoifl 
Conference ; thence to the mouth of Mud 
Creek on Green River, up said river to the 
mouth of Coal Creek; thence up S£dd 
creek to the Rock Island and Chicago Rsul- 
road; thence with said railroad to La Salle ; 
thence with Illinois River to the mouth of 
Kankakee River; thence with said river 
to the Indiana State Line^ so as to embrace 
La Salle Station. 

5. Cbntbal Ohio Confebenob shall h% 
bounded by a line commencing at the

northwest comer of the State of Ohio; 
thence east by the north line of the State 
to a point north of the mouth of Sandusky 
Eiver ; thence south to the mouth of San- 
dusky River, excluding Port Clinton Cir- 
cuit ; thence up said river to Upper San- 
dusky, excluding Tiflfin City, and including 
Fremont and Upper Sandusky; thence 
along the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne, and

8. East Baltimobb Confebbnob shall 
embrace the territory belonging to the 
Baltimore Conference previous to its divis- 
ion in 185T, not included in the present 
bounds of the Baltimore Conference, ex- 
erting Asbury and Orchard-street Station, 
and Baltimore City Mission and Finch- 
burgh Church, which shall belong to the 
Baltimore Conference. 

. 9. East Gbnbsbe Coitfebenoe shall co]>- 
tain all that part of the State of New York 
west of the Black Kiver, Oneida, and Wy- 
oming Conferences, and east of Genesee 
River, including the whole of the City of 
Bochester, together with so much of the 
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State of Pennsylvania as is included in th« 
Troy and Hornellsville Districts, and in- 
cluding Laporte Oircnit. 

10. East Mains Oonfbrbnob shall in- 
dnde that part of the State of Maine not 
included in the Mayie Conference. 

11. Ebib Ookfebenoe shall he hounded 
on the north by Lake Erie ; on the east by 
a line commencing at the mouth of Catta- 
raugus Creek ; thence up said creek to the 
village of Gowanda, leaviug sdd village in 
the Cenesee Conference; thence to the 
Alleghany River at the mouth of Tunung- 
wont Creek; thence up said creek south- 
ward to the ridge dividing between the 
waters of Clarion and Sinnemahoning 
Creeks; thence southward to the head of 
Mahoning Creek ; thence down said creek, 
exclusive of Milton Society, but includii^ 
Putneyville in the Bethlehem Circuit, to 
the Alleghany Hiver; thence across said 
river in a northwesterly direction to the 
Western Reserve Line, including the norfli 
part of Butler and Newca|tle Circuits, and 
aiso including Petersburgh; thence west 
to the Ohio Canal ; thence along said canal 
to Lake Erie, including Akron and all 
of Cleveland lying east of tlie Cuyahogn 
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12. Genessb Oonfebsnob shall inolude 
all that part of the State of New York west 
of the East Genesee Oonferenoe, including 
Lima, except so much as is included in the 
Erie Conference, and also so much of the 
State of Pennsylvania as is emhraced in 

, the Olean District. 

13. German Oonfebbkob. — ^There shall 
be an Annual Conference in Germany, to be 
denominated the German Mission Annual 
Confereneef embracing also the missions in 
France and Switzerland where the German 
language is spoken, which Conference shall 
possess all the rights, powers, and privileges 
of other Annual Conferences, excepting that 
of sending delegates to the General Confer- 
ence, and of drawing its annual dividend 
from the avails of the Book Concern and 
the Charter Fund, and of voting on consti- 
tutional changes proposed in the Discipline. 

14. Illinois Confebenob shall include 
tiiat part of Illinois not included in the 
Southern Illinois Conference, south of the 
following line, namely: Beginning af War- 
saw on the Mississippi River; thence to 
Vermont ; thence to the mouth of Spoon 
Eiver ; thence up the Elinois River to the 
northwest comer of Mason County ; thence 
to the junction of the Central and the 
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Alton and Chicago Railroads, leaving 
Mackinaw Circuit in the Central Illinois 
Conference; thence to the southwest cor- 
ner of Iroquois County; thence east to 
the Indiana State line, leaving the Western 
Charge in Bloomington in the Central 
Illinois Conference, and including State 
Line City in Illinois Conference. 

15. Indiana Confeeenoe shall he hounded 
as follows, namely : Beginning at the mouth 
of Silver Creek on the Ohio River, thence 
with the said Creek to the Jeffersonville 
Railroad ; thence by said railroad to Rock- 
ford; thence by the east fork of White 
River to Columbus ; thence by the Madison 
and Indianapolis Railroad to Franklin;

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and the intermediate towns upon the lino 
in the Iowa Oonference. 

17. Kansas Oonfeeenob shall embrace 
the State or Territory of E^ansas, and the 
State of Texas, and that portion of Nev 
Mexico east of the Rocky Mountains. 

18. Kentuokt Oonfeeenob shall include 
the State of Kentucky, excepting so much 
of said State as is included in the Western 
Yirginia Oonference. 

19. LiBEBiA Oonfeeenob.— There shall 
be an Annual Oonference on the Western 
Ooast of Africa, to be denominated the 
Liberia Mission Annual Conference^ pos- 
sessing all the' rights, powers, and privi- 
leges of other Annual Oonferences, except 
that of sending delegates to the General 
Oonference, and of drawing its annual 
dividend from the avails of the Book Oon- 
oem and of the Oharter Fund, and of vot- 
ing on constitutional changes proposed in 
the Discipline. 

20. Mains Oonfeeenob shall include 
that part of the State of Maine lying west 
of the Kennebeck Eiver, from its mouth 
to the Great Bend below Skowhegan, and 
of a line running from thence north to the 
State Hne, including Skowhegan and Ao- 
gSista Stations in Maine Oonference,} and

26. New England Confebenob shall 
include all the State of Massachusetts, ly- 
ing east of the Green Mountains, not em- 
braced in the New Hampshire and ProTi- 
denoe Conferences. r-^^^i^ 
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27. New Hampshieb Oonfebenoe shall 
inclade all the State of New Hampshire 
not embraced in the Maine Conference, and 
that part of the State of Massachusetts 
northeast of the Merrimac River. 

28. New Jeesey Oonfebenoe shall in- 
clude that part of the State of New Jersey 
lying south of the following line, namely: 
Beginning with Raritan Bay, and running 
up said bay and river to New Brunswick ;

SLAVERY.

We believe that the buying, sell- 
ing, or holding of human beings, to be used 
as chattels, is contrary to the laws of God 
and nature, and inconsistent with the 
Golden Rule and with that Rule in our 
Discipline which requires all who desire to 
ccmtinue among us to " do no harm,'' and 
to " avoid evil of every kind." We there- 
fore affectionately admonish all our Preach- 
ers and People to keep themselves pure 
from this great evil, and to seek its extir- 
pation by all lawful and Christian means.

Complaints against Bishops. 

Whereas it appears that individuals some- 
times forward to the General Conference com- 
plaints against the administration of the Bish- 
ops without due notice being given them ; and 

Whereas we consider that our superintend- 
ents should be apprised of these proceedingd 
beforehand in writing; therefore, 

Resolved^ That, in the judgment of this Gen- 
eral Conference, it is improper for such com- 
plaints to be made without due notice being 
furnished to the Bishops in writing. — Journal^ 
1860, p. 231. 

Whereas^ under the rule which says, "A 
Bishop shall decide all questions of law in an 
annual conference subject to an appeal to the 
General Conference," a custom has grown up 
of evoking episcopal decisions touching the ad- 
ministration of the Discipline outside of the 
annual conferences ; and 

Whereas tKe opmions of the Bishops, given 
in writing in the intervals of the annual con- 
ferences, are sometimes regarded as decisions 
of law, binding in the administration of Disci- 
pline; and 
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Whereas these decisions and opinions are 
Bometimes in conflict with each other, spring- 
ing up from questions growing out of peculiar 
and ever vaiying circumstances ; and 

Whereas it is the judgment of this Confer- 
ence that the use made of the rule aforesaid 
was not intended by the General Conference 
winxAi established it, that General Conference 
intending it for the administration of the confer- 
ences, and not of the individual pastors ; there- 
fere, 

1. Resolvedy That every administrator of the 
Diadplme is responsible to the proper author- 
ities for his administration of the rules of the 
Church, and may not plead episcopal decisions 
as law. 

2. Resolved^ That while the counsels of omr 
Buperintendents are to be highly respected, and 
to be considered of great value in the admima- 
tration of DisolpUne, their decisions are not to 
be regarded as having the force of law outside 
of the annual conferences. — Jownal^ p. 428. 



The Rights of TransTerred Preachers. 

When a Preacher is transferred from one 
Conference to another, his rights, privileges, 
and responsibilities in the Conference to which 
he is transferred shall date from the date of his 
transfer, imless it be especially provided other- 
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wise by the Bishop by whom the transfer is 
made. » * ' 

But it will not be lawful for him to. vote 
twice on the same Constitutional Question, or 
be counted twice in the same year as the basis 
of the Election of Delegates to the General 
Conference, nor vote for delegates to the Gen- 
eral Conference in any Conference where he is 
'not counted as a part of the basis of represent- 
ation. — Appendix^ Journal^ 1800, p. 364. 



A Preacher may not be appointed to the 
C^harge when divided. 

It is a violation of a rule of Discipline for a 
Bishop to continue a Preacher in a station or 
drcuit for more than two years, notwithstand- 
ing the station may be divided into two or 
more stations or circuits.

Cbairman not to charge CJommitteet. 

Resolved^ That it is the judgment of this Gen- 
eral Conference that in all trials of preachers^ 
whether by Committee or before a Conference,

^ding Elder or Chairman of the Committee, or 
other party presiding at the trial, to deliver 
after the pleadings a charge to the Committee 
explaining the evidence and setting forth the 
merits of tlie case.

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The Right of a Prealdeiit to A^ioum a Conferenoe 
—To refluie to put a Motion, etc 

The President of an Annual or a Quarterly 
Meeting Conference has the right to adjourn 
the Conference over which he presides when 
in his judgment all the business prescribed by 
the Discipline to such Ccmference shall have 
been transacted; provided, that, if an exception* 
bo taken by th€^ Conference to his so adjourn- 
ing it, the exception shall be entered upon the 
Journals of such Conference. — JourTia^ 1840, 
p. 121. 

When a Bishop presiding in an Annual Con- 
ference decides a question of law by request 
of the Conference, if a motion is made which 
would reverse the decision of the Bishop under 
the plea that the Conference has the right to 
apply the law in the case, should the motion 
be put, and the Conference be allowed to set 
aside the law under the pretense of applying it ? 

Answer. No. When a question of law has 
been decided by a Bishop in an Annual Confer- 
ence, that decision cannot be reversed or set 
aside except by the action of the ensuing Gen- 
eral Conference, to which body an appeal may 
be taken by the Annual Conference or by any 
member thereof — Journal^ 1860, p. 297. 

If a motion is made in an Annual or Quar^ 
terly Conference, which, if passed, would, be a 
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positive violation of Discipline, should the Pres- 
ident put the motion and allow the Discipline 
to be set aside, or what should he do ? 

Answer. He should refuse to put the motion. 
— Journal 1860, p. 297. 

The President of an Annual or a Quarterly 
Meeting Conference has the right to decline 
putting the question on a motion, resolution, or 
report when, in his judgment, such motion, 
resolution, or report does not relate to the 
proper business of a Conference ; provided^ that 
in all such cases the President, on being re- 
qmred by the Conference to do so, shall haYo 
inserted in the Journals of the Conference his 
refusal to put the question on such motion, 
resolution, or report, with his reason for so re- 
fusing; and provided, that when an Annual 
Conference shall differ from the President on a 
question of law, they shall have a right to re- 
cord their dissent on the Journals, provided 
there shall be no discussion on the subject —

Answer. It is the duty of a Presiding Elder 
"to take charge of all the Elders and Deacons 
in his District," and to "take care that every 
part of our Discipline be enforced.*' Now our 
Discipline provides that no Elder or Deacon 
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** who ceases to travel without the consent of 
the Annual Conference, certified under the 
hand of the President of the Conference^ ex- 
cept in cases of sickness, debility, or other un- 
avoidable circumstances, shall on any account 
exercise the peculiar functions of his oflBce, or 
even be allowed to preach among us." Hence, 
any Elder or Deacon who refuses to go to the 
work assigned him (" except in cases of sick- 
ness," etc.) may be suspended **in the interval 
of the Annual Conference ;" but the ^^ final de- 
termination in all such cases is with " the Con- 
ference.— Jbi^moZ, 1860, p. 297. 

Right to Try a Member In the Intenral of the An- 
nual Ck>iirerence, etc 

An Annual Conference has a right, when 
charges are preferred against one of their num- 
ber, and the case cannot be tried during their 
session for want of testimony, to refer it to the 
Presiding Elder who may have charge of him, 
under the rule for the trial of immoral ministers 
in the interval of an Annual Conference. — Jom* 
fuzZ, 1848, p. 128. 

AmenabUlty for MaladminlstTatloii. 

To whom is a preacher amenable on a com* 
plaint of maladministration ? 

Answer. To the Annual Conference of which 
he is a member. — Jowrnalj 1860, n. 30L 
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l^tAladrntnistratlon not to try a Member who 
withes to remove, but is under imputation. 

When a member wishes to remove his resi- 
dence out of any particular charge, and there 
are, in the judgment of the preacher in charge, 
sufficient reasons for withholding a certificate, 
and the member is willing to be tried, he shall 
be held guilty of maladministration unless he 
proceed m the trial of such person. — JoumaX, 
18A8, p. 98. 

"When a member receives a certificate of 
membership from a preacher having charge of 
a Circuit or Station, he is responsible for his 
moral conduct (from the date of his certificate 
until he joins) to the Society receiving him upon 
that certificate.— /(wmaZ, 1848, p. 126. 

Removal of Ciiarcli Afeinbershlp and Certificates, 
etc 

No preacher is under obligation to give a 
certificate of membership to any member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church unless said mem- 
ber wishes to remove his membership to an- 
other charge in the Methodist Episcopal Churco, 
though, as a matter of courtesy, he may give a 
recommendation to a member in good standing 
who wishes to unite with another evangelical 
dexLomination. — JoumaX^ 1848. p. 59. 
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The Right of a Quarterly Gonferenoe to remand 
for a New Trial, etc 

When an appeal is taken b^ an expelled 
member to the Quarterly Conference, and the 
Conference remand the case back for a new 
trial, what is the precise relation of the appel- 
lant ? Is he an accused member, and must the 
preacher proceed to try him again, or is he re- 
stored to his membership in good standing ? 

Answer, He is an accused member, and the 
preacher should proceed to try him again unless 
the charges are withdrawn. — JowmaL 1860| 
p. 298. 

Is there in the DiscipBne anything an{hon» 
Ing a Quarterly Meeting Conference to remand 
a case for a new trial ? 

Answer. When the preacher in charge differs 
"in judgment from the minority of the Society, 
or the select number, concerning the guilt or 
innocence of the accused person," and refers 
the case to the Quarterly Conference, that body 
has " authority lo order a new trial" (Disci- 
pline, p. 130.) And in other cases, the power to 
remand for what the Conference may deem 
sufficient cause, is inherent in that body as an 
appellate court. — Jmmoiy 1860, p. 301. 

New Testiiiiony not Admlnlble. 

In no case of an appeal can new evidence be 
admitted. — JcfwrwjX^ 1860, p. 137.

When an expelled member has, by neglect 
or otherwise, forfeited his right of appeal, may 
ft subsequent Quarterly Conference, if it desire 
to do so, grant him the privilege of an appeal ?

Probattonen not a Right to bring Charget. 

Question, Has a probationer in our Church 
the right to prefer charges against a member 
of our Church? 

Answer, He has not. — Jowmdt^ 1860, p. 228. 

Jfone but Members of the Cfaitroh have a Rich! 
to Petition. 

JResolved, That it is the sense of this Confer- 
ence that under the call for memorials, eta, no 
member has a right to present petitions from 
any except members of our own Church. — Jour^ 
naif 1860, p. 180. 

Whereas^ during the pendency of the Chapter 
on Slavery, the following amendment was of- 
fered as explanatory of the chapter, " Provided 
that this section is understood to be only ad- 
Tisory," 

Besolved^ That said imiendment was rejected 
by this body because we regard the chapter in 
itaielf so clearly dedwtitive and advisory as not 
to require any such explanaticm.— ^oumo^ 1860,

Order on Lay Delegalioii. 

1. Resolved^ That we, the Delegates of the 
Annual Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Oeneral Conference assembled, here- 
by approve of the introduction of Lay Repm- 
sentation into this body when it shall be ascer- 
tained that the Church desires it 

2. Resolved, That all our preachers in charge^ 
Stationed within the United States and Terri- 
tories, be and they are hereby required to la^f 
the subject of Lay Representation in the Gen- 
eral Conference before the male members over 
twenty-one years of age, and in full connection 
in their several charges, at a meeting duly n(v 
tifled on two successive Sabbaths, said meet* 
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ings to be held at some convenient period Iw- 
tween the sessions of the respective AnrmAl

Secreta- 
ries of Annual Conferences cannot be too care- 
fbl in journalizing the matters pertiuning to the 
trial of a member of the Annual Conference, 
correctly marking and referring to all papers 
used as testunony in such cases, so that, m case 
of an appeal, the journal and papers will pre- 
sent a feir and full showing of the case as 
passed upon by the Conference.
